fi Excerpts from opinions expressed by Lieutenant General Vu Lap at the All-Arny 
Party ee Congress: “Building and Defending the Borders of the Father- 
land” 


[Text] The northern border areas of our fatherland were once strong bases of 

the revolution and the war of resistance against the French colonialists. Today, 
the northern border areas occupy an extremely vital frontline position in defending 
the socialist fatherland against the sch se of aggression of the Beijing 
expansionists, who are collaborating wit«a the U.S. imperialists. 


The Sino-Viet border stretches for nearly 1,500 kilometers through six provinces, 

provinces that are in mountainous jungle areas that have complex terrain and 

rich forest resources and minerals. Another important characteristic is that the 

ethnic minorities lives primarily in the border provinces and nomads live in 

the highland area,,. Roads are underdeveloped, communications facilities are still 
lacking in many places and so forth. 


The border areas must routinely contend with the multi-faceted schemes of 

sabotage of the enemy; at the same time, they are the places that must always be 
ready to fight in the highest possible spirit to defeat each of their acts of 

war, in the Northwest alone, there were 385 acts of armed provocation by the enemy 
in 1981. The Beijing expansionists have also sent “o our country armed commandoes 
and intelligence agents. Each day, the army and people of the border provinces must 
deal with all the propaganda arguments of the psycholoyical war of the enemy. 


In order to maintain border security, we must employ the combined strength of 

all the people, especially the people of the ethnic minorities along the border 
and coordinate the forces of the army and the people in order to make every effort 
to strengthen the political base, develop the economy and develop the culture in 
coordination with strengthening the national defense system, thereby creating 

the conditions for improving the living conditions of the people and the armed 
forces defending the border and insuring that the northern border provinces of the 
fatherland are politically strong, economically prosperous, militarily strong and 
able to win victory over the enemy in any war situation, with immediate emphasis 
on defeating the multi-faceted war of sabotage of the enemy. 











We propose: 


--This party congress should set forth a combined economic, political ard national 
defense strategy for the 1980's, beginning with the next 4 years (1982-1985), for 
the northern border areas. We suggest that the Secretariat and the Council of 
Ministers inspect, supervise and organize coordination among the various levels and 
sectors and clearly define the function and responsibility of each in order to 
insure that this strategy is impleme-ted in an effective and practical manner. 


--We must balance and efficiently deploy the labor force, rapidly stabilize the 
local population along the border in population centers and provide jobs for some 
laborers at : ‘ate farms and state-operated forestry sites in order to facilitate 


the deployment of forces that engage in production while maintaining security and 
combat readiness. 


--We must urgently build, develop and strengthen the communications-transportation 
network in the mountains, make appropriate investments to insure the development 
of the economy and the strengthening of the national defense system and perform 
this work by coordinating the forces of the state, the army and the people. 


--We must readjust the boundaries of a number of provinces and districts along 
the border to be consistent with the new situation, to be suited to the requirements 
of organizing production and closely coordinated with the defense of the nation. 


--We must research and promulgate a number of new policies suited to the mountains, 
the highland areas and the border areas, where combat and production go hand in 
hand. 


--We must raise the political and cultural levels of the compatriots of the ethnic 
minorities and take better care of the living conditions of the compatriots and 
armed forces along the border.

TRAININC OF ATOMIC POWER PLANT TECHNICIANS IN SOVIET UNION DESCRIBED 
Tbilisi MOLODEZH Gi UZII in Russian 13 Feb 82 p 3

[Text] In a year the young Vietnamese experts headed by candidate of 
physico-mathematical sciences Ngo Quang Duy will begin their work at the 
new atomic reactor in the city of Da Lat near Ho Chi Minh. In the mean- 
time this intricate engineering structure is under construction and the 
future chief engineer of the reactor Ngo and his colleagues are mastering 
the necessary skills and knowledge of theory at the nuclear research 
reactor of the Institute of Physics, Georgian SSR Academy of Sciences. 


The Gruzinform correspondent was told by the deputy director of the Insti- 
tute of Physics, Georgian SSR Academy of Sciences, and head of the 
Institute's nuclear center, candidate of physico-mathematical sciences 

G. Karumidze: "Soon the fourth and last month of the sojourn of the 
emissaries of fraternal Vietnam in Georgia will come to an end. When the 
USSR State Committee for the Utilization of Atomic Energy first decided 
to dispatch the Vietnamese specialists to Tbilisi, it primarily took into 
account the experience of our scientists who have been working on the atomic 
reactor for more than 20 years. The production-technical training of the 
group followed a specially drafted program. Our Vietnamese friends are 
undergoing a period of probation under conditions maximally approaching 
those under which they will have to work on their reactor. The training 
is making progress. After its completion, every Vietnamese comrade will 
submit a course thesis. Following the defense of the course theses, a 
special commission including the group's leader Ngo Quang Duy will issue 
appropriate certification to the members of the group." 


The chief engineer of the future atomic reactor Ngo Quang Duy joined the 
conversation: "It appears that our physics engineer Ngo Phu Quang will 
complete his thesis ahead of schedule. Its title is: ‘Calculations of 
the Critical Mass of Thermal Neutron Reactors.’ However, we all try our 
best. Nguyen Van De is fairly confident behind the control panel. The 
next stage is practical training. It will take 5 months and require work 
just as intensive. 


"Our reactor--the country's first--will produce atomic energy for peaceful 
purposes. It will become a basis for research into solid state physics 











and nuclear physics, as well as for training scientists and engineering 
personnel. We are very grateful to the scientists of your republic for 
the assistance we receive." 


The sojourn of the Vietnamese physicists in Georgia has enabled them to 
familiarize themselves with the noteworthy sights of Tbilisi, Gori, and 
Mtskheta on specially organized excursions. The Vietnamese scientists 
showed great interest in our republic and in its ancient history, its 
present life, and the prospects for its economic, social, and cultural 
development. Our guests will carry away with them rich and varied memories 
of Georgia, where they have been welcomed like crue friends. 


The nearer the day of their departure for home approaches, the greater 
the endeavor with which the young Vietnamese master the necessary knowledge. 


The reactor is being built and it needs competent experts.

HO CHI MINH CITY SETS HIGHER ECONOMIC GOALS FOR 1982

[ vext _7 Continuing the implementation of the resolution of the 6th Party 
Plenum, resolution number 26 of the Political Bureau as well as the other directives 
and resolutions of the Party Central Committee and government brought about 
important changes in Ho Chi Minh City in 1981 in many areas of the economy, 
politics, culture, society, security and national defense. Particularly 
encouraging was the fact that the city made many efforts to overcome its difficulties 
and obstacles in order to meet and exceed the plan norm of 1.7 billion dong in 

total industrial, handicraft and artisan output value (computed at fixed prices), 
thereby making a positive contribution to raising the total cutput value of 

industry in the area of the city 26.9 percent compared to 1980; the output of the 
industry managed by the city increased 37.8 percent while the output of the small 
industry and handicraft sector increased 43.1 percent compared to 1980. The 
productinn of many types of consumer goods exceeded plan norms and ircreased 
relatively rapidly; for example, the production of bicycle spare parts more than 
doubled compared to 1980, the production of exported sandals increased ten-fold, 

the production of medicine in tablet form increased 50 percent, the production 

of medicine in liquid form increased 158 percent, the production of plastic goods 
increased 3} percent, the production of sugarcane increased 26.3 percent, etc. 

The production of the various types of products that are instruments of production 
also increased significantly compared to 1980, such as the production of lathes, 
tools, measuring devices, electrical implements, livestock feed grinders, insecticide 
Sprayers, plows, iron members for construction, paint of various types, spindles 

for the textile industry and so forth for the industry of the city and provinces, 
especially the Mekong River Delta. 


The city's industry has recorded such results as a result of mobilizing and 
utilizing the city’s existing capabilities in each basic economic unit, corporation, 
precinct, district, subward and village in a manner consistent with the 


characteristics of an economy that still consists of many different segments and 











as 2 result of mobilizing the capital of the people to create sources of export 
goods and import the supplies and raw materials needed to support production and 
everyday life and provide jobs for the working people of the city while aiso 
creating new sources of goods in order to carry out reproduction, supplement its 
capital with the profits earned and constantly increase the returns from capital. 
The major success achieved during the year was that the city concentrated its 
efforts on resolving the problems of supplies and raw materials for industrial 
production installations by many different methods (exports, imports, joint 
businesses with the provinces and so forth) and maintained sources of raw 
materials on the basis of two-way trade coordinated with other measures, such as 
the use of cash, subcontracting, etc. 


In agricultural production, despite many difficulties posed by the prolonged 
drought and the major changes in prices that occurred during the year, the 
production and standard of living of the farmers in the outskirts of the city 
were relatively stable. Grain output approximated the grain output of 1980 and 
the amount of area under the cultivation of vegetables in specialized farming 
areas and the cultivation of industrial crops as wll as livestock production 
developed rather well compared to 1980. 


As regards exports and imports, changes for the better occurred on this 

strategic front in keeping with the resolution of the 2nd City Party Organization 
Congress despite the many difficulties and complications encountered in the 
initial stage of this experiment. As regards organization, attention was given 
to strengthening the installations producing export goods, creating new 

products, reorganizing the state-operated corporations subordinate to the Foreign 
Trade Service and establishing a number of new joint public-private export-import 
corporations; at the same time, we established a division of responsibilities and 
echelons for the various precincts and districts, established coordination among 
them within the scope of the district and established joint businesses with 
adjacent provinces in order to accelerate export-import activities. As a result, 
the export portion of the city's plan (including both direct exports and local 
exports) increased many times compared to 1980 and the value of imports increased 
three-fold. This change made a positive contribution to our establishing a balance 
of supplies, raw materials and goods for the production and business of the city 
and helped to mobilize additional forces (both persons with business experience 
and capital of the people) as well as relatively flexible modes of operation, 
consequently, we began to broaden our market relations, increased the turn-around 
rate of foreign currency and reduced the amount of time needed to take delivery 
of imports. 


In distribution and circulation, we were, generally speaking, determined to bring 
about a strong change in the socialist mode of business in order to support 
production and everyday life better in keeping with the spirit of Political Bureau 
resolution numver 26 and the resolution of the 2nd City Party Organization Congress; 
this determination was most evident on the socialist cor=erce front. The volume 

of purchases and sales increased nearly five-fold compared to 1980 (depending upon 











the type of product). The trading of commodities, raw materials and supplies 
with adjacent provinces was expanded. As a result, we maintained a supply of 
essential goods in accordance with ration standards for cadres, manual workers, 
civil servants and their dependents, acquired goods to sell on the city’s market 
and contributed to export activities. Cooperative commerce (which includes 
marketing cooperatives and consumer cooperatives, is on the momentum of 
development and has played the role of competently supporting state-operated 
commerce. The volume of purchases and sales of cooperative commerce in 1981 
increased more than three times compared to 1980 and, together with state-operated 
commerce, cooperative commerce participated in the successful effort to manage 
the market and supported the daily lives of the working people of the city well, 
especially by providing rice, vegetables, meat, fish, eggs and a number of other 
essential goods. 


As regards the deployment of labor and the creation of jobs during the past year, 
the city made many major efforts to provide jobs in a manner closely linked to 
redistributing the social labor force and relocating a portion of the population 
within the city and in coordination with the requirements of security and national 
defense, with the needs of socialist transformation and the building and develop- 
ment of the economy within the city and its environs. As a result, we met a major 
portion of the needs of the central units located within the city, national 
defense and security needs, the need for laborers to build new economic zones and 
the other needs of the units of the city, precincts and districts as well as the 
need for recruiting persons for training as manual workers, technical cadres, 
management cadres and professional cadres at both domestic and foreign schools. 


As regards cultural and social activities, positive, wholesome changes occurred 
along socialist lines. Many precincts and districts relied upon the people and 
the state and the people worked together to build and repair such public projects 
as hospitals, schools, public health stations, bridges, roads, markets and so 
forth with good results. Political security and social order and safety were 
maintained and were improved in many areas. 


In summary, in 1981, Ho.Chi Minh City underwent important changes, changes that 
resulted in a number of achievements in the process of actively preparing for 

and celebrating the 5th Congress of the Party. These achievements were the 

result of the various party committee echelons and levels of government within the 
city bringing about strong changes in their leadership and guidance of the economy, 
coordinating management by sector and management by territory within the city and 
complying with the resolutions of the Party Central Committee and government; the 
result of creatively applying the resolutions of the 6th and 9th Party Plenuns, 
Political Bureau resolution number 26, resolutions number 25 and 26-CP of the 
Council of Ministers and the other directives and resolutions of the Central 
Committee and government in a manner consistent with the characteristics of the 
city (an economy that still consists of many different segments and within which 
production is being transformed, built and reorganized by economic-technical sector) 
and consistent with the position and responsibility of the city, which have been 
frequently stated by the central level, as "a major industrial center, a cultural 

















and scientific-technical center, an international trade center and an important 
communications center of the country.” The City Party Committee, the City 
People's Committee and the various departments, sectors and levels made an effort 
to maintain close contact with installations in order to inspect and supervise 

the implementation of directives and resolutions and resolve problems and 
difficulties encountered in production, business and distribution-c* rculation 

as well as in cultural activities, social affairs and the area of living standards. 
Guiding pilot projects, delving deeply to discover new factors, establishing 
advanced model units, organizing the study and multiplying the number of these 
advanced model units in all sectors and levels (cooperatives, production teams, 
subwards, villages, enterprises and so forth) and, on this basis, organizing 
socialist emulation, we launched a revolutionary movement of the mass of manual 
workers and civil servants of the state and the laboring people of the city, 
heightened their revolutionary spirit to make every effort to overcome difficulties, 
display the sense of collective ownership and display self-reliance in accelerating 
production and business and achieved the initial advances mentioned above. 


However, there were still many problems in 1981, especially in the organization 
of production and the organization of management, which did not undergo well 
coordinated or timely change; there were still certain mistakes in the implementation 
of specific policies and regulations of the party and state, which limited the 
effort to appropriately develop existing production capacity and the potentials 
of the city as well as the effort to link the economy of the entire area, within 
which the city occupies the central position. Concerning this, the city has 
taken the following positions the various sectors and levels must urgently 
review the 1981 labor emulation movement in production and business in order to 
learn practical lessons, gain practical experience, continue to build progressive 
models of the organization of management, organize the study of advanced model 
units and rapidly increase the number of advanced model units (with particular 
attention to in depth qualitative development) in order to lay a scientific basis 
for the 1982 emulation movement of the city, record achievements in celebration 
of the 5th National Congress of the Party and prepare for the resolution of the 
5th Party Congress. 


The year 1982 occupies an extremely important position in the 1981-1985 five 

year plan and is the year in which we begin to implement the resolution of the 
5th National Congress of the Party. In order to fulfill its responsibility as 

a major industrial city, the tasks and goals of the 1982 socio-economic plan of 
the city must fully reflect the spirit of the resolution of the iith Party Plenun. 
Displaying a high sense of self-reliance, the city must concentrate its forces 

on accelerating production; expanding the trade sectors; developing existing 
production capacity as best possible; making selective investments, primarily to 
support the development of agriculture, forestry, fishing and the consumer goods 
industry; improving communications and transportation; carrying out distribution 
and circulation well; practicing thorough economy in every area; improving economic 
management; accelerating socialist transformation; strengthening the national 
defense system and maintaining political security and social order and safety; and 
helping to fulfill our international obligation well. 
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The City People's Council (2nd Legislature), which held its 4th session in the 
atmosphere of early spring and looking forward to the 5th Congress of the Party, 
decided to adopt speciZic norms and measures designed to successfully implement 


the 1982 socio-economic plan of the city, the primary targets of which are as 
follows: 


--Increasing the total output value of industrial, small industry and handicraft 
production within the city by more than 42 percent compared to 1981, with the 
output value of the state-operated enterprises and the joint public-private 
enterprises projected to increase by 50 percent. 


--In agricultural production, endeavoring to produce 210,000 to 230,000 tons of 
grain, 110,000 tons of vegetables (in the centralized vegetable production area), 
8,000 tons of whole peanuts, 250,000 hogs, etc. 


--The supply of commodities to meet retail needs on the city's social market and 
for use in two-way trade with the other provinces in omer to purchase grain, 
food products, agricultural products, forestry products and maritime products for 
everyday life and for use as raw materials in the production of industrial, small 
industry and handicraft goods for exportation is projected to increase two-fold 
compared to 1981. State-operated commerce and cooperative commerce will endeavor 
to control the sources of good and increase the volume of goods sold in 1982 to 
about 70 percent of the city’s market. 


--Exports and imports are projected to increase approximately three-fold compared 
to 1981, with direct and local exports increasing 2.8 times. 


--As regards the deployment of labor and the creation of jobs, an effort will 
be made in 1982 to provide employment to virtually all of the unemployed workers 
in the city. 


In order to insure that the above mentioned targets are successfully met, the 
problem we face is how to appropriately develop the existing capabilities and 
potentials within the city and the area (the economic area consists of the city 
and the southern provinces) and turn these capabilities into reality by means of 
specific programs of the various sectors, levels and basic economic units. 


The experience of the past year has shown that those enterprises that accept the 
new method of operating in keeping with the spirit of the resolutions of the 

6th and 9th Party Plenums, Political Bureau resolution number 26 and decisions 
number 25 and 26-CP of the Council of Ministers, boldly resolve problems on their 
own, do not rely upon the upper echelon, truly take the initiative in their 
production-business plans, correctly coordinate the three interests and practice 
good internal democracy, heighten their spirit of responsibility, develop their 
sense of collective ownership, exercise their right of collective ownership, 
accelerate their production and business, improve the material and cultural lives of 
workers, tighten the ranks of workers and, at the same time, contribute more to 
the state. In 1982, these profound realities assume even greater significance. 
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The various levels and sectors of the city are conducting a review in order to 
continue to study and increase the number of advanced model units, improving their 
quality and making them more widespread within the city. On the other hand, the 
functional sectors are steadfastly removing restrictions so that the basic units 
can take initiative in their production and business and achieve financial 
autonomy. This is a legitimate and pressing requirement of the enterprises; at 
the same time, it represents a long standing directive from the Party Central 
Committee and government that we have not implemented. We believe that, under 
the light of the resolution of the upcoming 5th Congress of the Party, the city 
will, in 1982, endeavor to successfully implement these rights of installations 
because they are the "key" to bringing about every socio-economic change in 
accordance with the resolutions of the party. 


In addition, the city will continue to accelerate its basic investigations, 
urgently carry out city planning, build the structure of the economic-technical 
sectors, continue to accelerate the division of labor and the division of 


echelons between the central level and the city and between the city and the 

various precincts and districts and promote the zoning of the districts in the 

outskirts of the city. On this basis, we will adopt a policy for selectively 

apportioning capital investments, primarily for investments in depth. In the 

immediate future, efforts will be concentrated on the textile sector, the agri- 

cultural machine sector, the building materials sector, the agricultural and 

food product processing industries, the pharmaceuticals industry and a number of 

other essential consumer goods of light industry; efforts will also be focused | 
on xe food products belt in the outskirts of the city, livestock production, the | 
harvesting of maritime and aquatic products, the planning of industrial crops and 

medicinal plants and so forth. 


On the other hand, on the basis of accelerating the socialist transformation of 

the non-socialist segments of the economy, we must closely link transformation 

to tuilding and reorganizing production by economic-technical sector in order to 
establish a division of labor and cooperation in production and business within 

the city. At the same time, we must establish cooperation in the form of joint 
businesses with the provinces of the area and establish international cooperation 
in order to make the highest possible use of existing equipment and machinery 
capacity within the city as well as appropriately develop the potentials we have 

in our labor, technology, arable land and so forth with a view toward creating 
abundant sources of raw materials for accelerating production and export activities, 
supporting everyday life better and accumulating capital in order to build the 
material bases of socialism. On this basis, a plan must be adopted for redistributing 
the city's social labor force and an effort must be made to achieve the goal of 
virtually resolving the unemployment problem in the city in 1982. 


The city considers cooperating with the provinces of the area to be a task, a 
measure of strategic significance to the city and an objective requirement of a 
regional nature. In addition to the plan assigned by the central level, the 
provinces have very large needs for instruments of production and consumer goods; 
the city, given its position as the center of the region, is responsible for meeting 
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these needs of the provinces within the region, such as the needs for hand 
implements for farming, spare parts, agricultural processing equipment, building 
materials, consumer goods and fuels. Conversely, the city needs the provinces 

to supply it with grain, raw materials, agriculture, forestry and marine products 
for processing for exportation and domestic consumer goods (outside state plan 
norms) on the basis of the principle of benefiting both parties and helping to 
overcome the difficulties in production and everyday life of both parties. 


The city must adopt a plan for expanding and intensifying its export and import 
activities by means of coordinating with the provinces and providing incentive 

for the processing and production of export goods within the locality with a view 
toward appropriately developing the export potentials of each installation. On 
the other hand, the city must adopt a plan for strongly developing the local 
export and import services, such as tourism, ship supply activities and so forth. 
To insure that the above is done well, we must concern ourselves with making 
investments in depth in and reorganizing the existing installations that produce 
export goods within the city by taking every possible step to provide them with 
the raw materials, fuels and spare parts needed to support the production of 
export goods. We must research specific policies designed to mobilize the varoius 
sources of capital among the people and adopt a policy for making appropriate 

use of local forces; at the same time, we must adopt economic-technical plans that 
are firmly based, that thoroughly calculate economic returns and the markets for 
export goods and that are closely guided and managed. 


The city must continue to thoroughly and actively implement resolution number 26 
and directive 109 of the Political Bureau on improving distribution and 

circulation (which includes financial activities, monetary activities, prices, 
wages, commerce and market management) and the resolution of the 2nd Congress 

of Delegates of the City Party Organization concerning these areas of work. In 

the immediate future, we must urgently expand the socialist commerce network (which 
includes the state-operated system and cooperative commerce) in organizing 
purchases to control the sources of goods and organizing sales (especially the 
retail network); at the same time, we must provide a full supply of goods governed 
by ration standards to persons who earn their income from the state and their 
dependents ( in exact accordance with stipulated quantities and quality) and take 
steps to promptly and fully include all state revenues in the budget, insure full 
compliance with the tax policy, fulfill our obligations to the central level and 
balance the local budget. The management of monetary activities must be improved 
in order to insure a balance between money and goods, insure that we contribute to 
the overall balance of the central level and, at the same time, insure that the 
city can take the initiative in balancing the flow of cash within the locality. 

The use of credit must be concentrated on those projects and economic-technical plans 
that yield high returns and result in a rapid turn-around of capital. We must 
coordinate with a number of central sectors in researching and revising subcontracting 
prices in order to establish uniform subcontracting price management within the 
city in accordance with the requirement of combating subsidies, researching and 
revising building prices, enterprise prices and industrial wholesale prices on 

the basis of a precise and reasonable accounting of production costs and conducting 
research in order to propose ways to reasonably regulate the income of the various 
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segnents of the economy and strata of the people. A policy must be adopted for 
mobilizing the capital of the people to support production and business and support 
everyday life. We must implement a strict system of economization. We must implement 
a truly detailed economization plan by assigning economization norms to each 

sector, each precinct and each district in 1982 and consider these norms to be 
compulsory as regards the evaluation of the completion of plans and awards in 1962. 

We must intensify the effort to effectively combat negative phenomena and endeavor 

to reduce, to the lowest possible level, the value of property that is diminished 


as a result of waste, theft, losses and damage while taking positive steps to 
protect and maintain state property. 


We must continue to intensify the socialist transformation of agriculture, industry, 
commerce and the other trade sectors in suitable stages and through suitable forms 
of organization that insure the continued development of production and business. 
As regards the private sector, we must transform and reorganize production by 
product sector and by economic-technical sector and reorganize the market with 
importance attached to creating every possible condition for strengthening and 
developing the dominant role played by the state-operated economy, expanding the 

joint public-private form of business under the guideline of “sharing profits and 
losses” and improving the quality and increasing the number of cooperatives and 
production cooperative teams. 


The city must continue to intensify its scientific research, with immediate 
attention to research designed to apply scientific-technical advances to resolve | 
problems now being faced within the production sector, in daily life, in security | 
and national defense activities so that science and technology truly become the 

foundation of the economic plan and economic activities; at the same time, we 
must improve the quality of the scientific-technicai plan so that it truly becomes | 
an integral part of the city’s socio-economic plan and accelerate the implementation 

of the Political Bureau resolution on the science and technology policy and the 

specific policies that have been promulgated by the state. The goals of present 

research projects must be to make the best possible use of existing material- 

technical bases; formulate more economical ceilings on the consumption of technical 
materials; manage and improve product quality; develop and process domestic spare 

parts, raw materials and building materials in order to supplement or gradually 


replace types that must be imported; initiate the use of new, high yield varieties 
and breeds in crop and livestock production, etc. 


The working people of the city are making every effort to display revolutionary 
heroism, diligence and love of their work with the deepest feelings for and the 
highest sense of responsibility to the party congress by means of practical and 
concrete actions by each unit and inidvidual and their efforts are becoming a 
continuous, widespread and uniform patriotic and love of socialism movement within 
the city to complete the tasks of the ist quarter of 1982 as best possible and 
record achievements to celebrate the 5th National Congress of the Party.

HAIPHONG ACTS TO OVERCOME BUDGET CUTS, SHORTAGES 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 6 Mar 82 pp 2, 4

"From One Congress to the Next: the Achievements of the Party Organization and 
People of Haiphong” / 


[Text_/ Under the light of the resolution of the 4th Congress of the Party 

and the resolutions and directives of the Party Central Committee, Haiphong 
decided to shift its economic management from the bureaucratic system and 
subsidization to the system of socialist production and business based on cost 
accounting. Its supply of materials, commodities and capital were very unstable 
and had been cut very much. During the past 5 years, especially the 2 years 

1980 and 1981, Haiphong was allocated fewer primary materials than in any previous 
year. The budget allocated by the central level to the locality has constantly 
declined, by 23 percent in 1980 compared to 1975 and by 40 percent in 1981 compared 
to 1979. 


In view of this situation, the municipal party organization focused its efforts 
on resolving the many problems in economic guidance and management, endeavored 
to achieve basic goals and, on this basis, gradually took the initiative in 
creating the conditions for gradually overcoming the difficulties being faced in 
production and everyday life and opening the way for the economy to develop and 
for social problems to be resolved better, 


To begin with, we concentrated on bringing about a strong change in the production 
of grain and food products and accelerating capital construction while accelerating 
export-import activities and port support activities. The combined strength of 
Haiphong was mobilized to carry out these tasks. 


In order to gradually resolve the grain and food problem, we gave priority to 
investing in the construction of material-technical bases, especially the 
construction of water conservancy projects, the reclamation of land from the sea 
in order to increase the amount of area under cultivation, the construction of 
new seed production facilities and the increased construction of the districts. 














Product contracts with laborers at the agricultural cooperatives, which insure 

the close coordination of the taree interests, have had a profound impact upon the 
activism of farmers in productive labor and have brought about major changes in 
production and management. Haiphong’s agricultural pr.duction has begun to enter 
& new process of development, one that holdsmany fine ;rospects. During the 

1980 10th month season, a season in which serious waterlogging occurred, some 
2,500 hectares of rice had to be retransplanted and 11,000 hectares were destroyed 
by pests; however, as a result of the new contracts, Haiphong still transplanted 
0.4 percent more than planned, which represented a 1.2 percent increase compared 
to the previous 10th month season. During the 5th month-spring season, the amount 
of area under cultivation increased 2.5 percent, average yield was increased by 
nearly 2 quintals per hectare and output increased by 22,000 tons. 


In 1981, a year of unfavorable weather and prolonged drought, infestation by pests 

was continuous and serious, once spreading to one-half the amount of area under 

cultivation, and the supply of nitrogen fertilizer fell 20 percent short of 

the plan and only equalled 50 percent of the amount received in the previous year. 

In the face of this situation, the collective farmers of our city displayed 

initiative in production, overcame each of their difficulties and transplanted two 

crops of rice, which have nearly matured, on 10,000 hectares on schedule, thereby 

exceeding the plan on the amount of area under cultivation by nearly 1 percent, a 

1.3 percent increase compared to 1980 (which does not include nearly 1,500 

hectares in the areas in which land is being reclaimed from the sea). The various 

measures involved in intensive cultivation were applied in an integrated, well 

coordinated manner. Attention was given to preventing and controlling pests. 

The city achieved a high average rice yield for the entire year, 5,150 tons per ) 
hectare, and produced an output of 258,000 tons, the highest ever, thereby | 
exceeding its plan quota by 4.3 percent and producing 38,000 more tons than in | 
1980. Uniformity in rice yields was achieved: 106 of the 168 cooperatives 

achieved yields of 5 tons of paddy per hectare. Five of the six agricultural 

production districts achieved yields in excess of 5 tons per hectare. Vinh Bao 

District recorded a yield of 5.9 tons per hectare. The output of sweet potatoes 

exceeded the plan quota by 17 percent, a 25 percent increase over the previous 

year, peanut production exceeded the plan by 37 percent, a two-fold increase 

compared to the previous year. The hog herd continued to grow; by the end of the 

year, the city had nearly 240,000 hogs, an increase of 1,700 hogs compared to 

the same time in 1980. 


More than 700,000 farmers in the outskirts of the city have progressed from 
experiencing a between-season shortage of food to having an adequate supply of 
food throughout the year; their living conditions are stable and many families have 
reserve grain and a higher standard of living than previously. 


Good results have also been achieved in the effort to reclaim land from the sea. 
We consider this to be an important measure in increasing the amount of area under 
cultivation, facilitating the utilization and deployment of labor and gradually 
changing the face of the city. Over the past several years, especially the 2 years 
1980 and 1981, 3,300 hectares of land have been claimed from the sea in the new 
economic zones in Vinh Quang, Gia Minh and Trang Cat along coastal route number 14; 
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this land has been put into grain production and yielded more than 7,000 tons of 
padd;. We are strengthening material-technical bases in order to continue to 
reclaim land from the sea and increase the amount of area under cultivation. 


As regards capital construction, we boldly eliminated more than a dozen projects 
that were not truly necessary and focused our efforts on key projects that will 
produce products rapidly and provide economic returns. We have mobdilized the 
various sources of capital of the locality to make investments in the correct 
areas, investments that focus on key projects in order to put these projects into 
use on schedule and achieve high economic returns. The Quang Hung and Bat Trang 
pump stations, the Trung Trang sluice, the Ro De sluice, route number 14, the 

Vinh Quang State Farm and the Trung Dung State Farm are supporting the development 
of agriculture. The Rao Bridge, the road to Dinh Vu Island and the road across 
Cat Ba Island, which will support the defense of the nation, the economy and the 
tourist business, are being constructed. In the past year, tens of thousands of 
square meters of housing have been constructed. Many population centers consisting 
of rows of five story housing have sprung up, such as the housing centers in 

Quan Toan, Cau Tre, Dong Bop and so forth. In 1981, the total investment in 
capital construction by the city was 82.8 million dong, a four-fold increase 
compared to the plan assigned by the state. We were able to achieve this level 
because we mobilized the combined technical forces, labor force, materials, 
capital and manual workers within the city, thereby promptly overcoming the 
difficulties at each construction site. As a result, all projects were systematically 
completed and put into use on time, such as the south-west sluice drainage project, 
the sea dike project on route number 14 and the widening of Tran Nguyen Han ibad. 
The Niem Bridge, which was destroyed by the U.S. imperialists and has now been 
reconstructed to be larger and more attractive, was completed in 19 months, 11 
months ahead of schedule. The project to widen Tran Nguyen Han Road, which was 
carried out under conditions involving many difficulties, especially the need 

to relocate dozens of families in order to widen the road surface, was also 
completed ahead of schedule; the road connects to the new Niem Bridge and has 
changed the face of the southwestern portion of the city. 


Although new to us, the export and import activities of the city have had the 


effect of stimulating the development of the local economy and have begun to yield 
good results. 


We have accelerated local export activities aid broadened our economic relations 
with a number of foreign markets with the pe:mission of the government. To date, 

we have established some business capital and taken the initiative in importing 
some supplies and raw materials for production and commodities and medicines for 
use in everyday life, thereby helping to stabilize market prices. Our foreign 
trade business capital has been used to accelerate the construction of the capital 
construction projects of the city, thereby providing jobs to thousands of able- 
bodied young men and women at the various construction sites and helping to maintain 
social order and security. 


The program for improving, expanding and providing more equipment in omer tc 
increase the capacity of the Cua Cam Seaport, the commercial seaport of the locality, 
has been carried out successfully; at the same time, we put the Cam River ocean 
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freighter into operation, thereby creating favorable factors for developing the 
potentials of the city while opening new prospects for transport and commercial 
activities as well as economic cooperation between the city and the provinces 
as well as with the foreign markets. 


The city has also made advances in overcoming its difficulties and accelerating 
industrial, small industry and artisan production. Practically all enterprises 
have correctly implemented their plans for satisfying the three interests and 
practicing cost accounting. Communications-transportation ectivities, the 
management of houses and land and municipal management have been improved. Many 
efforts have been made to expand the socialist commerce network from the city to 
the various precincts and districts, thereby meeting the essential material and 
cultural needs of cadres, manual workers, civil servants, the armed forces and 
the laboring people. 


Political security has been maintained. The fighting strength of the city's 
armed forces has been increased. We have regularly concerned ourselves with 
training and building the corps of cadr%s and strengthening a number of economic 
sectors and production and business orgarizatious that occupy vital positions. 
Close coordination between the central economy and the local economy and the 
positive support of the sectors on the central level and many economic, cultural 
and military units have helped to build the locality, helped the city to overcome 
its difficulties and win victories in its economic and cultural development. 


We have gradually made the district a management level and created the conditions | 
for the districts to shift from purely administrative management to administrative- | 
economic management, thereby tapping the initiative and creativity of the locality | 
in bringing about a strong change in the agricultural, fishing, industrial and 

forestry production situation, establishing a socialist market within the scope 

of the districts and increasing the responsibility of the district level 


governments with regard to stabilizing and gradually improving the living conditions 
of the people. 


To date, the city has turned over comprehensive management responsibilities to 

the districts and built the district level into a planning level that has its 

own budget. The districts formulated plans, organized production and redistributed 
labor on the basis of developing the existing potentials in their labor, arable 
land and material-technical bases in order to develop production, care for the 
living conditions of the people and fulfill their obligations to the state well. 


We have also made the district level a management level and upgraded it to a planning 
level that has its own budget. Many districts have successfully fulfilled their 
function of managing the economy and practicing cost accounting, thereby meeting

We have boldly assigned jobs to and promoted cadres who dare to think and act, 
who display initiative and creativity in their work, thereby achieving clearly 
positive results, and who scrupulously comply with the lines and policies of the 
party and state.

UNSTABLE SOURCES OF RAW MATERIALS RESTRICT PRODUCTION

[itext_/ Building and perfecting the production structure are one of the most 
important factors influencing the returns from social production and, through this, 
the performance of the basic task of socialism. The structure of production 
reflects the division of social labor and, as a result, defines the structure of 
the social product and social labor productivity. At the same time, the 
structure of the social product directly influences the various balances of the 
national economy in production and cons..ption. Thus, changing the structure of 
production will cause changes in the balances of the national economy. The 
producticn situation and the standard of living in our country in the recent 
past have shown that the present structure of production is inefficient and has 
led to rather serious imbalances: 


--Between existing production capacity and the raw material and energy base or 
the lack of balance between the sectors that develop raw materials and fvels and 
the sectors that process them; 


~«Between the development of agriculture as the sector that produces the vast 
majority of the most essential instruments of consumption and the requirements 
of reproduction (labor); 


~-Between production and production support (primarily the infrastructure); 


--Between sources of labor and work places, that is, between labor and the objects 
of labor and the instruments of labor; 


--Between national income (or, under present conditions, between consumption) and 
the rate of population growth; 


--Between imports and exports. 
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The result has been that p-oduction has increased very slowly: during the 5 years 
from 1976 to 1980, the gross social product increased at an average annual rate 
of 2 percent and national income increased at a rate of less than 2 percent while 
the population was increasing at a rate of approximately 2.6 percent per year. 


The imbalances mentioned above have led to inefficiencies in all elements of the 
reproduction process within our country’s national economy. To correct these 
inefficiencies, it is first of all necessary to perfect the structure of production 
and use the organizing of an efficient production structure as the base for 
resolving the difficulties in the other elements of the social reproduction process. 
In every stage of development of history, product‘on has always been the material 
foundation of every balance in the national economy (the balance between 
accumulation and consumption, between the production sector and the non-production 
sector and so forth). Balancing production first of all requires balancing the 
various factors of production because production is a process in which labor, 
objects of labor and instruments of labor are coordinated in specific ratios. 

In order for production to be carried out smoothly and without interruption, the 
most important prerequisite is to insure balance among these three factors. Only 


on this basis is it possible to talk about the returns, the efficiency and so forth 
of production. 


We are building socialism on the basis of small-scale production. However, even 
in this system of small-scale production there must be the minimum balance among 
labor, objects of labor and instruments of labor, even though the quality of the 
coordination of these three factors might not be high. One of the main reasons 
why production developed ina relatively smooth, continuous and stable manner in 
the early 1960's was that we had created the necessary balance among the factors 
of production. The war and its needs which far surpassed the ¢ ipabilities of the 
economy plus subjective shortcomings in the management and planning of production 
disrupted this necessary balance and increasingly undermined the balance within 
the national economy. Restoring the balance among labor, objects of labor and 
instruments of labor must, in our opinion, be one of the important tasks in the 
years ahead. Over the past 20 years, production forces in our country have undergone 
quantitative as well as qualitative changes. As a result, in the present effort 
to perfect the structure of production, it is not necessary to restore balance 
based on the ratios of the war time period, but to establish the balance necessary 
for the development of production forces that have undergone both quantitative 
and qualitative changes. 


This balance is manifested in three main areas; between labor and the objects of 
labor; between labor and the instruments of labor; and between the objects of 
labor and the instruments of labor. 


1. The Balance Between Labor and the Objects of Labor 
In view of our country's present production confiitions and situation, this is the 


most important balance. The lack of jobs for laborers is a rather universal 
phenomenon in virtually all industrial enterprises. As a result, labor productivity 
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is low and machinery is only being used at approximately one-half of its capacity. 
According to data that has been compiled, we could produce at least 30 to 40 percent 
more consumer goods if we provided adequate raw materials, supplies and energy. 

The effort to perfect the structure of production must, therefore, be directed 

first toward the sectors that produce objects of labor: coal mining, fishing, 
cement production, metallurgy, chemicals and agricultural raw materials. Some 
persons might maintain that in a situation in which the ability to accumulate 
capital is very limited, as is the case in our country now, developing those sectors 
that require large investments of capital, as many of the sectors mentioned above 
do, will influence the rate of development of the other production sectors. 

However, in the face of the present major lack of balance between labor and the 
objects of labor, the most efficient course to take is to stimulate the rapid 
development of those sectors that produce raw materials and supplies with a view 
toward re-establishing the necessary balance between these two factors. We must 
clearly and fully understand that, 2 decades from now, in view of the rate of 
population growth, our country's national economy will have to provide jobs for at 
least 1 million persons who will reach work age each year. As a result, in the 
years ahead, in the effort to balance the factors of production, providing normal 
working conditions for the social labor force will be an extremely important balance. 


In our country's industry, generally speaking, the average rate of growth of total 
output per year has been less than the average rate of growth of the labor force. 
During the period of the second 5-year plan (1976-1980), the average annual rate 
of growth of the gross industrial product was 5.7 percent while the growth of the 
industrial labor force was 9 percent. The coefficient of growth of the gross 
product compared to the labor force in industry ha: been gradually declining.

in 1976, a 1 percent increase in the growth of the labor force corresponded to 
a 1.06 percent increase in the growth of output; this figure was 1.03 in 1977, 
0.96 in 1978 and 0.88 in 1979. If we assume that the value of raw materials and 
Supplies accounts for roughly 60 percent of the total output value of industry, 


the value of the raw materials and supplies used by one worker in industry has been 
declining (Chart 2).

There was a decline from 8.97 dong 
in 1976 to 8.72 dong and approximately 8.08 dong in 1978. This proves the lack 

of balance between labor and the objects of labor has become increasingly large 

and is the main reason why the growth of the gross industrial product has not 

kept pace with the rate of increase of labor. 


If, in such a situation, we merely rely on a few norms governing the returns 

from invested capital, we will surely be unable to overcome the present shortage 

of raw materials and supplies because, in actuality, the sectors that mine and 

produce raw materials and supplies are the sectors that require large capital 

investments and the turn-around rate of capital investments in these sectors 

is slower than in other sectors. The main source of accumulated capital is national 

income. This source is created by labor. Labor must be coordinated with the 

other production factors in order to create the wealth of society. Marx told us | 
that labor is not the sole source of wealth but must have raw materials and | 
supplies as its premise.(1) The ever increasing percentage of the social labor 
force being employed in production in our country is dependent primarily upon the 
volume of raw materials and instruments of consumption. However, in the final 

analysis, the volume of instruments of consumption is also dependent 

upon the volume of raw materials and supplied needed to produce them. Therefore, 

the basic prerequisite to resolving the present problem of surplus labor is to 

increase the volume of the objects of labor (raw materials and supplies) and 

the instruments of consumption (primarily in the areas of food, shelter and clothing). 

This is of very important significance in establishing investment guildeines 

within our country's national economy at this time. In investments in new 

construction and the expansion of existing production installations, appropriate 

attention must be given to the two main factors of producing objects of labor and 

producing instruments of consumption. The structure of imports and the domestic 

production of machinery and equipment must, therefore, be directed primarily 

toward those types of machinery and equipment that support the mining and 

transportation of raw materials and supplies and the production of the most 

essential instruments of consumption. 





In the recent past, we have not given full attention to creating an increasingly 
large and stable supply of objects of labor to serve as the raw material base 
for production and export activities.

Attention must be given to the fact that there are very large consumer needs in 
our country for the products presented in the above chart; at the same time, these 
products are important export goods of our country. In the recent past, the growth 
in the production of the products mentioned above has not been sufficient to 
maintain domestic consumption at previous levels nor sufficient to improve the 
standard of living or meet rapidly rising export needs. 


It is necessary to emphasize the matter of insuring that laborers have the ability 
to work by providing the essential instruments of consumption, primarily grain, 
food products, cloth, clothing and shelter to laborers. This is a task of strategic 
importance. In its socio-economic development line, our party has stated; 
developing agricultural production in a rapid, steady and stable manner is a 
strategic objective. Attention must be given to the fact that, due to its special 
characteristics, agricultural production cannot be increased as rapidly as 
industrial production, especially when farming is still not mechanized and is 
heavily dependent upon the weather, as it is in our country. The average annual 
rate of growth of industrial production and agricultural production during the 
main period of socialist industrialization was 15.8 percent and 1.1 percent 

in the Soviet Union (1928-1940), 13.3 percent and 4.2 percent in Romania (1950- 
1962), 14.2 percent and 2.5 percent in Bulgaria (1950-1962) and 9.5 percent and 

4 percent in the GDR (1950-1965) .(2) 


In the past 20 years, although we have made many efforts, agricultural production 
has increased very slowly. The output of rice and corn, our two main grain crops 
(which presently account for 84 percent of grain output and 86 percent of the 

land under cultivation) has not increased significantly during the past 2 decades.

The nationwide output of grain has increased at the average annual rate of i percent 
in the recent past (while the population has grown at a rate of nearly 3 percent). 
The output of grain per capita was 291 kilograms in 1960, 303 kilograms in 1965, 

240 kilograms in 1975 and 260 kilograms in 1980. In view of the fact that the 
population is projected to increase to about 60 million by 1985, in order to achieve 
the average of 350 kilograms of grain per capita per year, which is the minimum 
average, agriculture must produce 21 million tons of grain, that is, must increase 
its production 50 percent compared to 1980. 


In actuality, however, the output of corn plus rice only increased by 3 percent 
between 1960 and 1965, 8 percent between 1965 and 1970, 4 percent between 1970 

and 1975 and 4 percent between 1975 and 1979. Thus, the rate of increase in the 
output of corn and rice in each of the 5 year periods during the past 2 decades 

has never exceeded 8 percent and the grain output target of 21 million tons in the 
next 5 years (1981-1985) will require major efforts in every area: investment 
capital, fertilizer, water conservancy, scientific-technological advances, management, 
socialist transformation within agriculture, etc. Economic-technical calculations 
have been made with a view toward achieving the level of grain production mentioned 
above. According to our preliminary estimates, these economic-technical conditions 
will require several tens of billions of dong in investment capital. The effort 

to resolve the water conservancy problem ‘.n the Mekong Delta, the number one rice 
growing region of the country, will require approximately 10 billion dong in 
investment capita’.(3) Providing the capital needed to establish these conditions 
is both extremely important and of a decisive nature as regards implementing the 
plan on grain and food products. Only on the basis of scientific and technological 
advances and on the basis of fully creating the necessary, stable economic-technical 
and social conditions is it possible to bring about such a major leap forward in 
agricultural output. In each specific period of time, as we endeavor to make an 
increasingly larger leap forward in agricultural output, it will be even more 
necessary to fully provide the conditions mentioned above. 


2. The Balance Between Labor and the Instruments of Labor 


This is a basic balance in raising the productivity and efficiency of social labor, 
Marx called the instruments of labor the skeleton and muscles of production.(4) 

This system operates under the impact and control of man. One of the factors in 

the nature of a law in the development of production is that the amount of 

equipment and capital per laborer is constantly increasing. In our country, a 
similar trend exists. In 1978, there were 10,688 dong of fixed assets per industrial 
worker; in 1978, this figure rose to 12,087 dong. Deserving of attention here is 

the fact that the increase in assets is occurring amidst a lack of balance between 
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fixed assets and liquid assets (which is presented in the portion of this article 
dealing with the balance between the objects of labor and the instruments of labor). 
As a result, the increase in the instruments of labor has not led to an increase 

in the social product, that is, has rot raised social labor productivity, rather, 
it has caused a waste of machine and equipment capacity as well as a waste of 
labor. In the recent past, the percentage of scheduled workdays that were not 
worked due to work stoppages has been increasing: 2.4 percent in 1975, 2.0 percent 
in 1976, 3.1 percent in 1977 and 2.9 percent in 1978. 


Thus, the balance between labor and the instruments of labor must be established 
on the basis of the balance vis-a-vis the objects of labor. The present trend 

of increasing amounts of fixed capital per laborer must be examined on a sector by 
sector basis. Specifically, in the sectors that create objects of labor and 
essential instruments of consumption, such as agriculture, forestry, mining, 
metallurgy and chemicals, it is necessary to create the conditions for this trend 
to develop smoothly in order to rapidly increase the sources of raw materials and 
supplies for production. In other sectors, this trend should be temporarily 
halted or, if possible, even reduced by transferring some projects and equipment 
capacity to other sector groups. This is related to the structure of imports and 
the production of instruments of production, primarily to the guidelines for the 
development of the machine manufacturing sector in our country in the years ahead. 


The economic line set forth by our party, "giving priority to the rational 
development of heavy industry on the basis of agricultural and light industrial 
development," has defined the guidelines for the development of heavy industry, 

in general, and the mechanical engineering sector, in particular. On the other 
hand, the present production situation in our country also demands that the 
mechanical engineering sector primarily support agricultural production. At present, 
about 75.5 percent of our economy's labor force is concentrated in the agricultural 
production sector. As a result, the balance between labor and the instruments of 
labor at this time is primarily the balance between the instruments of labor and 
agricultural labor. [hus, in the years ahead, the mechanical engineering sector 
must provide more machinery and other work tools, primarily ordinary tools and 
improved tools for agricultural production. 


fhe requirements of intensive cultivation also require that industrial production 
provide an increasingly diverse supply of another impor*:t instrument of 
production, chemical fertilizers, which are produced by ine chemical fertilizer 
sector, The role of fertilizer (inorganic and organic) in agricultural production 
in our country is clear, It determines up to 50 percent of crop yield. Agriculture 
must te supplied with fertilizer, which includes domestically produced chemical 
fertilizer. This is one of the most important prerequisites to the steady, 
continuous and stable development of agricultural production. At present, we 

must import more than one-half of our chemical fertilizers and, in some years, 
even as much as two-thirds (for example, in 1976 and 1977). This is one of 

the major shortcomings that must be quickly corrected. The natural comlitions for 
Strongly developing the fertilizer industry in our country are faborable. We 
have apatite and phosphate mines that have large reserves. Necessity and natural 


conditions are the two basic factors requiring that the agricultural chemicals 
sector be developed at a rapid rate. 
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In addition, the task of building energy and raw materials bases or, in other 
words, the task of balancing labor with the objects of labor, requires the strong 
development of the machine manufacturing sector and the sector producing 
instruments of labor to insure that the sectors that mine, transport and process 
domestic raw materials operate at high productivity and efficiency and meet the 
raw material needs of the country and exportation. 


3. The Balance Between the Objects of Labor and the Instruments of Labor 


The two balances presented above do not necessarily lead to a balance between 

the objects of labor and the instruments of labor because there is, through these 
two balances, only an indirect relationship between the objects of labor and the 
instruments of labor. Directly linking the objects of labor and the instruments 
of labor and establishing balance between them are necessary in order for labor to 
achieve its efficiency and productivity. This balance is very important in 
investments in capital construction. In the recent past, we have not given full 
atten‘ion to this balance and, as a result, have experienced an unnecessary 
shortage of raw materials and supplies with which to maintain existing production 
capacity or the new capacity that has been or is being constructed. The lack 

of balance between fixed capital and liquid capital in our country has been 
increasing in the recent past. Although production capital has been increasing, 
national income has not increased correspondingly (see Chart 5).

The balance between the objects of labor and the instruments of labor must also 

be closely linked to the energy base, with energy being used as the premise for 
making efficient use of the instruments of labor and the objects of labor. Energy 
is the brick linking the objects of labor and the instruments of labor under the 
guidance of man. As a result, priority must be given to developing the coal, 
petroleum amd electric power sectors at a rapid rate. The production of coal, 

our country’s main source of raw materials and energy in the next few decades, 
virtually did not increase during the period from 1976 to 1980 (1976: 5.6 million 
tons; 1980; 6 million tons), thereby creating energy "starvation" in very many 
sectors. In the years ahead, we must complete a number of projects that have not 
been ijinished. If we do not pay full attention to this balance, there will be 








the danger of it expanding the imbalance not only between the objects of labor 

and the instruments of labor, but labor as well. As a result, capital construction 
in the years ahead must be carried out in a selective manner and must be closely 
linked to our large and pressing actual needs; it must be closely linked to the 
development of the raw material sectors (agriculture, forestry, fishing and mining) 
and the sectors that create domestic raw material bases. 


From the facts presented above, we see that the matter of building the raw material 
and energy base is a matter of pressing importance in the process of developing 
production in our country at present and in the years ahead. As a result, building 
the raw material and energy base must be one of the central and basic tasks of 

our country in the coming years. The 1976-1980 five year plan set forth the basic 
task as “utilizing existing capacity and building many new installations in heavy 
industry, especially the mechanical engineering sector, with a view toward 
primarily supporting agriculture, forestry, fishing and light industry and 
preparing to equip with technology in the subsequent period(5); however, this 

task has not been closely linked to the important material premises needed to 
implement it, namely, creating a firm and stable energy and raw material base. 

The raw material base consists of many constituent, basic components but domestic 
sources of raw materials must play the dominant role. The matter of establishing 
balance between the objects of labor and the instruments of labor must be viewed 
from two perspectives: balancing them in order to create objects of labor and 
balancing them in order to process objects of labor. Under our present production 
conditions, the first perspective must be the foundation, the premise for the 
second and the other balances in the production process. This is based on the 
following actual comitions: 


a) The serious imbalance between processing capacity and the raw material bast’. 
Due to the shortage of energy and raw materials, machine capacity, generally 
speaking, is only being utilized at a low level. The percentage of production 
capacity being used in a number of industrial sectors is as follows: sugar: 

30 percent; tobacco: 20 percent; refrigerated storage: 10 percent; cement: 

20 percent, etc. This has reduced the productivity and efficiency of social 
labor and limited our ability to absorb and accept social labor into production. 


b) The dependency of production upon too many sources of imported fuels and 

raw materials; at present, we must import about 70 to 90 percent of the raw 
materials needed for production. This faces us with a necessity: on the one hand, 
we must reorganize the structure of production within the national economy and, 

on the other hand, we must look for every way to reduce the percentage of raw 
materials that must be imported and replace more and more of these raw materials 
with raw materials from domestic sources. 


c) Our export capabilities are still very limited. Our main sources of export 
goods, agricultural products and processed agricultural products, are still very 
small compared to market needs and import needs. The ratio of the value of 
exports to the value of imports in 1978 was 1:3.5. In view of the trend of 
development and economic returns, our country’s foreign trade must be balanced in 
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the future by increasing the exportation of instruments of industrial production 
(industrial raw materials processed in many different forms, machinery, equipment, 
etc.). 


All of the matters presented above lead to the conclusion that, in addition to 
agriculture and forestry, heavy industry, in general, and the mechanical 
engineering sector, in particular, must be oriented toward the extraction and 
transportation of raw materials and fuels, primarily at the raw material mines 
that have large reserves. If agriculture and forestry are also considered sectors 
that provide raw materials, the development of the production structure must, in 
our opinion, be primarily directed toward building and strengthening fuel and 

raw material bases for production in the years ahead. Only on the basis of 

a sufficiently large, dependable and stable supply of energy and raw materials 

is it possible to develop production in a continuous and stable manner. Building 
and developing the energy and raw material base are a decisive factor in organizing 


the process of reproduction and an important premise to carrying out industrial- 
ization. 


In summary, our present production situation with its imbalances demands that we 
rapidly re-establish the three balances mentioned above, the crucial element in 
which is creating dependable and stable sources of raw materials for labor, 
especially grain and food products for humans, and for existing production capacity.

INCENTIVES URGED TO BOOST MARINE PRODUCT OUTPUT

[Text_7 Last year, despite encountering more difficulties with supplies than 

in previous years, the marine products sector met and exceeded its state plan 

quotas and exceeded its 1980 production in terms of the quantity of marine proiucts 
harvested, raised, purchased, processed, delivered to the state and exported. These 
results confirm the efforts made by the working people in the fishing industry, 

by the cadres and manual workers of the marine products sector, who are determined 
to put «1 end to the slow development of production, bring their economic manage- 
ment methods up to date and strongly shift from the administrative, subsidization 
Style of management to cost accounting and business management. 


A number of localities and installations made an effort to balance the supply of 
materials with production requirements, implemented various management and 
technical measures, effectively reorganized production and increased their output 
of marin? products from 1.5 to more than 2 times compared to the plan. The 
payment of contract wages, piecework wages and bonuses was implemented at many 
installations. Many state-operated enterprises have creatively applied the 
experiences gained by the Vung Tao-Con Dao state-operated fishing enterprises 

in the use of final product contracts for individual ship and boat units and 
distribution based on the results of the work of each individual, thereby providing 
incentive for units to raise their labor productivity. The various forms of 

joint pisciculture businesses between the state and cooperatives, between 
cooperatives and families, the various forms of fish product contracts and contracts 
for the production of fingerlings at agricultural cooperatives, state-opersted 
pisciculture installations and so forth have begun to provide incentive to make 
full use of ponds and lakes to raise fish, raise the productivity of pisciculture 
and protect marine product resources. 


In order to gradually establish an economic balance and have, in the immediate 
future, enough supplies and fuel to maintain the development of the fishing 
industry, the marine products sector is taking steps to economize on the supplies, 
fuel and capital allocated by the state and make more effective use of production 
capacity to produce many more products at lower costs. 
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Maintaining existing production forces, restoring traditional trades, coordinating 
trades involving manual labor and rudimentary equipment with trades involving 
mechanized labor, developing the types of fishing that require little gasoline, 
coordinating many types of fishing within each unit of fishing boats and ships 

and raising the productivity of each trip to sea are the basic guidelines for 
completing the task. 


In the immediate future, in order to continue to improve economic management and 
put production and business on a regular basis, it is necessary to closely guide 
the improvement and expansion cf the various forms of contracts and bonuses to 

all production and business units and to establish and improve upon policies that 
provide incentive for production. We should rapidly implement the policies that 
provide incentive for cooperatives and farmers to make full use of bodies of water 
to raise fish and coordinate fishing with agriculture and forestry. 


Our more .can 3,000 kilometers of coastline and the dense network of rivers, lakes 
and ponis throughout the country are tremendous capabilities for developing the 
marine products sector. Fresh water pisciculture must become an important 
economic sector. Every province, municipality, district and city should organize 
a pisciculture sector.

VICE MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE ON DEVELOPING MEKONG DELTA 
Hanoi KHOA HOC VA KY THUAT NONG NGHIEP in Vietnamese No 1, Jan 82 pp 4-8 


[ article by Nguyen Dang, vice minister of agriculture: “The Mekong Delta, Our 
Country's Number One Grain and Food Production Area” / 


[Text_/ The Mekong Delta, which lies within the region extending from the Vam Co 
River to Cape Ca Mau, is the largest delta of the country, is an area that has 
rare, favorable natural and social conditions for the comprehensive development of 
agriculture, especially rice production. 


There are now more than 2 million hectares under the cultivation of rice, which 

can be increased to a stable 2.5 million hectares once land has been cleared. If 
good water conservancy is provided in order to practice multicropping on approximately 
1.2 million hectares, the land under the cultivation of rice in the Mekong Delta 

can be increased to about 3.4 million hectares, with a possible rice output of 

12 million tons or more if intensive cultivation is fully practiced (at present, 

the entire country only produces about 12 million tons of paddy). 


The land of the Mekong Delta is, generally speaking, good and relatively flat and 
the majority of it is covered with a layer of silt each year. 


The Mekong River, 220 kilometers of which flows through our country, carrying about 
500 billion cubic meters of water during the 6 month rainy season, and the dense 
network of rivers and streams create an abundant source of water for agricultural 
production. The rainy season lasts for 6 months and, at many places, lasts for 
nearly 7 months. The long seacoast and the rivers and streams within the area 

are influenced by the tides of the South China Sea, with its system of two high and 
low tides per day, and of the Gulf of Thailand, with its one high and low tide 

per day. In normal years, the floodwaters of the Mekong River gradually rise for 

3 or 4 months without causing damage. The floodwaters only cause damage when there 
is heavy rainfall early in the season at the upper reaches of the river, as a result 
of which floodwaters rise quickly and unusually early. 


The region's sub-equatorial clima‘e is one of much sunlight, full solar radiation 
and few typhoons. 








Travel is relatively easy, especially by water route. 


The population, which numbers about 12 million, lives primarily by farming. Sone 
of the people have knowledge of science and technology and possess production 
experience, especially production experience of a commodity economy. 


The Mekong Delta is also right next to Ho Chi Minh City, the cultural, cadre 
training center, the scientific and technical center, the commercial center and 
the major industrial center that has an impact upon the entire area. 


In view of these natural factors, the Mekong Delta can develop with a comprehensive, 
diverse and stable agricultural structure. 


However, the difficulties faced in development are many, the most immediate one 
being that production is still much in the nature of natural production. 


The amount of land that is acidic and saline is very large, nearly 2.59 million 


hectares, which consist of 1.89 million hectares of sulfate soil and 700,000 
hectares of saline soil. 


The water conservancy system is only beginning to be built and projects designed 
to reduce soil acidity, leach sulfates from the soil, block the intrusion of salt 
water and control floods are in the process of being established. A number of 
projects are incomplete and are not operating at design capacity. 


The infrastructure has not been developed much. Installations supporting agriculture, 
such as power plants, machine installations and agricultural product processir 
plants, are still very few in number. There is still a serious shortage of roads, 
especially roads within villages and hamlets, and a serious shortage of means of 
transportation. Not much nas been done to improve fields. 


Agricultural transformaticn is still narrow in scope. The population is unevenly 
distributed, concentrated primarily along roads, rivers and canals. 


The district and basic levels are levels that occupy important positions but they 
still have not been improved to keep pace with requirements. There is a very 
serious shortage of technical cadres and economic management and professional 
cadres, especially on the district and basic levels. 


The difficulties mentioned above have limited the development of production. Some 


of these difficulties can be overcome quickly while other types require more time 
and must be overcome gradually. 


Generally speaking, however, the potential for comprehensively developing the 
production of the Mekong Delta is very large, especially agricultural production. 


During the past 5 years, since the total liberation of the South, despite the 
fact that the investments made in capital construction have not been large, 
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despite natural disasters, drought, flooding and planthoppers and despite the war 
on the southwestern border, agricultural production in the Mekong Delta has 
developed in all three areas; intensive cultivation, multicropping and the opening 
of new land to cultivation. The most evident results have come in the multicropping 
and the start of intensive cultivation to increase crop yields. In 1980, the 
multicropping of rice accounted for nearly 38 percent of the land under the 
cultivation of rice during the entire year, rice output increased 14 percent 
compared to 1976, the year of the largest bumper crop since liberation day, and 
increased 1 million tons over 1975. 


In livestock production, hog herds have developed rather well and duck flocks 
are beginning to be restored. 


The system of material-technical bases supporting agricultural production has 
been formed. The state has been providing additional tractors and agricultural 
machines each year. The allocation of crops anid the production seasons of a 
number of good crops and species of livestock have begun to be established in 
a manner consistent with each specific area. 


Due to the many bumper harvests and the impact of a correct economic policy, 
more and more grain and agricultural products have been mobilized for the state. 
The percentage of grain mobilized increased from 16 percent in 1977 to 20.7 
percent in 1980. In particular, during the 1980 10th month season, the state 
mobilized four times as much grain as it did during the 1979 10th month season. 


In the upcoming 5-year plan (1981-1985) and in keeping with the resolution of 

the 9th Party Plenum, the Council of Ministers has decided: "On the agricultural 
production front, we must focus appropriate investments and guidance on develop- 
ing the tremendous potentials of the Mekong Delta, making it the number one grain 
and food production area of the entire country.” 


As regards the Mekong Delta, the long-range guidelines are focusing the efforts of 
the central level and the locality on accelerating agricultural production 

and fishing, rapidly increasing the output of grain, food products, raw materials 
for industry and export goods, building a prosperous agro-industrial economic 
area, coordinating economic development with cultural development, building the 


new, socialist countryside and building a strong national defense and security 
systen. 


In the years ahead, the focus of our efforts will be developing agriculture 
while developing the industries supporting agriculture; plans must be adopted 
for reasonably developing every source of marine products, protecting existing 
forests well and organizing the rapid replanting of forests in areas that have 
been zoned for this purpose. 





The main agricultural commodities of the Mekong Delta are rice followed by soybeans 
and crops of export value and crops used as industrial raw materials, such as jute, 
Sugarcane, rushes, coconut, pineapples, bananas, etc. Importance has been 
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attached to developing the production of subsidiary food crops in order to 
process livestock feed, accelerate livestock production and balance it with 
crop production, especially develop hog herds and duck flocks rapidly and 
increase the cultivation of aquatic products. 


Resolution 148-CP of the Council of Ministers sets forth the task of endeavoring, 
by 1985, to raise the output of grain to approximately 9.5 million tons, in 
paddy equivalent, 9 million tons of which are paddy. As regards food products, 
an effort must be made to produce 200,000 tons of soybeans, 300,000 tons of pork, 
25,000 tons of duck meat, 500 million eggs and 130,000 tons of freshwater and 
brackish water fish and shrimp. As regards raw materials for industry, an 
effort must be made to produce 140,000 tons of jute and 180,000 tons of sugar. 


The primary norms mentioned above are very large. Compared to the results of 
1980, a year of bumper harvests, these norms represent a leap forward in 
agriculture. Achieving them will require a very high level of determination, 
appropriate capital, supplies, equipment, cadres and guidance from the various 
levels, from the central to the basic levels, and many timely, well coordinated 
measures related to all sectors and levels within the state apparatus. Below 
are several matters of primary importance. 


1. Planning. 


We must continue to urgently carry out agricultural and forestry planning in 

a manner closely linked to the formulation of the 5-year plan and annual plans. 
Specific planning for each small area and each production installation must be 
promoted. On this basis, we must reorganize the structure of production, the 
allocation of crops, rotation cultivation, intensive cultivation, multicropping, 
the allocation of livestock production, crop varieties and species of livestock 

and establish suitable stages of development for each area that closely link 
livestock production to crop production and agriculture to industry, communications- 
transportation, distribution-circulation and cultural and social development. 

These are the guidelines and the specific steps that must be taken to build the 


district level, beginning by building one pilot project district for each province 
in order to gain experience. 


Rural planning must be consistent with the planning for the development of each 
area and include designs for the construction of a number of public welfare 
projects, such as hospitals, medical aid stations, schools, child care centers, 
cultural halls and population centers. Attention must be given to continuing 
the basic investigations of natural conditions, the economy and society, from 
the amount of arable land and soil types to water sources, crops, the population 
and so forth in order to acquire precise data to serve as a scientific basis for 
increasingly improved planning and plans. 


On the basis of dividing the Mekong Delta into six major farming areas consisting 
of 34 small areas:

--We must rearrange production guidelines, the structure of production, the 
allocation of crops and the technival measures employed in intensive cultivation 
to be consistent with the special characteristics of each area and each class 
of soil with a view toward balancing the factors of land, water, climate, crops 
and livestock, developing our two greatest assets, our labor and arable land, 
and accelerating the production of grain, food products, agricultural products 
for exportation and raw materials for industry. 


--We must make full use of the basic advantages we have in natural conditions, 
production experiences, scientific and technical achievements and the new 
organization of production while avoiding and gradually overcoming the major 


difficulties posed by floods, waterlogging, drought, acidity, salinity, pests, 
etc. 


--We must plan and establish key areas producing main crops (such as rice, soybeans, 
jute and so forth); this is very necessary in our method of guidance in order to 
concentrate well coordinated and simultaneous investments in the selected areas 
with a view toward rapidly increasing the output of agricultural products, 
especially agricultural commodities. 


--Between now and 1985, an effort must be made to establish an area of 250,000 
hectares of intensively cultivated, high yield rice yielding from 9 to 10 tons of 
paddy per hectare in two seasons per year (the winter-spring plus summer-fall 
seasons or the summer-fall plus early 10th month seasons), an area of 300,000 
hectares raising one high yield 10th month rice crop per year yielding 4 tons per 
hectare and a state farm area in newly opened lands measuring from 150,000 to 200,000 
hectares and producing an average of 2 tons per hectare during one season per year, 


We must put a stable 100,000 to 150,000 hectares under the cultivation of soybeans 
on land used to raise one crop of floating rice, on land used to raise two rice 
crops (winter-spring rice plus spring soybeans plus summer-fall rice or winter- 
spring soybeans plus summer-fall rice plus early 10th month rice) and on high 
land (terraces and cultivated land) that contains much organic matter. 


--We must establish a stable 50,000 to 75,000 hectares of land that is inundated 
for the planting of one jute crops or one jute crop plus one rice crop (winter- 
spring rice or 10th month rice). 


2. The construction of material and technical bases. 


Positive steps must be taken to build material-technical bases that are of central 
importance and can be constructed under present material and technical conditions 
in order to lay a firm foundation for successfully implementing the technical 
measures supporting production in the areas of water conservancy, seed, fertilizer, 


livestock feed, crop protection, veterinary medicine, machinery, the agricultural 
seasons, etc. 


Importance must be attached to building the infrastructure, developing communications 
and transportation and developing the distribution-circulation network supporting 
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production. These elements have a direct impact upon production. It is necessary 
to quickly plan and gradually build a communications-transportation system that 
extends throughout the area and is closely linked to the major economic centers, 
especially the system of roads, seaports and warehouses. We must build the 
facilities needed to insure the successful purchasing of agricultural products, 
the supplying of materials for production and construction and the supplying of 
consumer goods to the people, especially in areas that are far from main roads 
and the new economic zones. We must plan and develop industrial installations 
processing agricultural and food products and processing export goods; we must 
develop the building materials industry to support the capital construction 
requirements of production installations, public welfare projects and housing 
for the people. Steps must be taken to strengthen and develop the electric power 
network in order to support production well. 


It is necessary to boldly invest cadres and funds in scientific research and the 
application of technological advances in order to resolve the specific problems 
of the Mekong Delta, from the problems of soil, water, crops and livestock to the 
problems of construction, the production of building materials, the processing 
industry, communications-transportation, etc. 


The various scientific sectors must closely coordinate in the basic investigations 
of natural conditions and the economy as well as society. 


Research must be conducted on a priority basis of the various species of crops 
and livestock that are involved in the policy of accelerating production in this 
region. We must eventually establish technical regulations governing the various 
crops and species of livestock within each area. 


The colleges, middle schools, research institutes, centers, stations, farms, 
enterprises and localities must adopt joint research projects that have specific 
objectives in order to support production ani everyday life in the Mekong Delta. 


3. Labor. 


Arable land and labor are the two main factors of agricultural production. In the 
Mekong Delta, although labor is relatively abundant, it is not uniformly distributed: 
the areas around the cities and town, the areas along rivers and highways and 
areas of established farmland are very densely populated while areas that have not 
been opened, such as Dong Thap Muoi, the Long Xuyen triangle, U Minh and so forth, 
are very sparsely populated. In the nine provinces of the Mekong Delta, the 
population density is only about 300 persons per square kilometer; meanwhile, the 
population density is 769 persons per square kilometer in Ha Nam Ninh Province, 
605 persons per square kilometer in Hai Hung Province and 1,082 persons per square 
kilometer in Thai Binh Province. The number of days worked each year per laborer 
here is roughly 100. As a result, redistributing labor and raising labor 
productivity are very important matters to the Mekong Delta, matters that must be 
resolved in an urgent but stable manner. 


Preliminary calculations show that intensive cultivation, multicropping, the 
expansion of the land in use in agriculture, for both the development of crop 
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production and livestock production, and the construction of water conservancy 
projects will require about 800 million mandays, the equivalent of roughly 4 million 
laborers (each laborer working 200 days per year). This does not include the 

labor needed to develop industry, communications-transportation, building, 

commerce, the services, education, public health services and so forth. 


These tremendous needs can be met in the following ways: 


--First and mos* importantly, it is necssary to increase the number of days 
worked per year by each local laborer from 100 to an average of roughly 200 days. 
This is a simple and inexpensive measure that will increase the sources of labor 
the most. Of decisive importance is the need to adopt correct policies regarding 
the various matters pertaining to labor. 


--Some of the forces of the army can be used to perform economic work, primarily 
participating in capital construction in the field of water conservancy, 
communications, industrial construction, civilian construction, etc. Experience 
has shown that in order to utiliz the forces of the army in a manner that 

yields economic returns while avoiding waste and avoiding posing obstacles to the 
implementation of assigned plans, it is necessary to have a clear division of 
labor and a specific division of responsibilities among the various sectors, 
necessary to tightly organize and closely guide implementation and, in particular, 
necessary to make thorough rear service preparations. 


--The labor force can be supplemented with labor from the cities, primarily the 


cities of the South, especially Ho Chi Minh City, and from the provinces in the 
North. 


In order for this relocation of persons to be successful, we must avoid acting in 
an impetuous manner that lacks both preparations and responsibility and causes 
major losses, as has occurred at a number of places in the recent past. We must 
conduct thorough research and carefully balance funds, supplies and means. The 
factor of foremost importance is to thoroughly prepare the minimum living 
conditions needed for laborers and their families as soon as they arrive; 
specifically, there must be housing, food, potable water, boats to use when the 
water rises and medicine for when they are ill. Persons should only be sent to 
those places where these conditions have been prepared. 





In addition, it is necessary to make full use of the seasonal labor within the 
locality or in adjacent provinces. 


4, The transformation of production relations. 


Resolution 148-CP states: "...In order to successfully carry out agricultural 
cooperativization in the Mekong Delta in accordance with the guideline of making 
positive and steady progress, the various localities must endeavor to complete 
cooperativization, primarily in the form of producticn collectives, in the Mekong 
Delta by 1985. In the process of carrying out agricultural cooperativization in 
the Mekong Delta, suitable transitional forms can be employed, depending upon the 
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specific circumstances at each place, from production solidarity teams (work 
rotation and exchange teams) to agricultural cooperatives in order to closely 
link the cooperativization movement to the production movement." 


In order to comply with this resolution there are many matters in many areas that 
must be researched in view of the conditions of the Mekong Delta: 


As regards management, in the provinces of the North and coastal Trung Bo, 
product contracts with laborers within agricultural cooperatives has become a 
widespread mass movement and has truly created an atmosphere of enthusiasm, joy 
and confidence in the countryside. In Nam Bo, a number of cooperatives and 
production collectives in Hi Chi Minh City, Dong Nai Province, Hau Giang Province 
and a few other provinces have conducted pilot projects in product contracts with 
laborers and received the support of the people. Thus, product contracts with 
laborers within the cooperatives and production collectives in the Mekong Delta 
must be expanded and must be implemented as soon as a production collective is 
being organized in order to avoid going around in circles as we once did. 





In addition, the transformatio: of production relations within agriculture is also 
closely related to the organizations of the other sectors in the countryside, such 

as the marketing cooperatives, credit banks and state-operated circulation-distribution 
installations. Establishing and guiding this system so that its elements are 
coordinated with one another within each production area and in accordance with the 
requirements of the agricultural seasons will have a very large impact in accelerating 
agricultural production. 


5. Policies. 


Adopting policies that provide incentive for production is very necessary. To 

begin with, we must properly implement the policies that have been promulgated, 

at the same time, we must conduct research in order to establish a number of policies 
that provide incentive for production, such as an investment policy, policies 
concerning price. taxes and cropland use, a policy that provides incentive for 
intensive cultivation, multicropping and the clearing of wilderness, a policy giving 
priority to the collective production of cooperatives and production collectives, 

a policy providing incentive for the development of the planting of important crops 
or the raising of hogs and ducks, a policy providing incentive for cadres to work 

on the district and village levels and at production installations and a policy 
providing incentive for cadres to move from the provinces of the North to support 
the development of agriculture in the Mekong Delta. 


Every policy that is adopted must truly become an economic lever that provides 
incentive to everyone and concentrates every capability on developing the Mekong 
Delta in accordance with the planning and plans of the state. 


Overcoming every difficulty in order to develop the Mekonr Delta is a revolutionary 
Job, and revolution is the undertaking of the masses. Therefore, we must generate 
a nationwide mass movement, beginning within the provinces of the Mekong Delta. 
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In order to remold the thinking of the masses, it is necessary to give them a 
correct understanding by explaining the general domestic situation and the world 
Situation and, in particular, by giving them a grasp of the lines and policies of 
the party and state. At present, however, in the rural areas, there are no newspapers 
to read, no batteries for listening to radios, and no electricity for televisions. 
This is a major shortcoming in our effort to propagandize and educate the people 
in the countryside. Chiefly because they do not know policies and lines and do 
not have an understanding of the general situation, citizens do not have a clear 
or full knowledge of their task regarding the country and very easily become 
confused and vacillate in the face of malicious rumors and the influence of the 
psychological war being waged by reactionaries. 


The Mekong Delta is an area that lacks neither grain nor food products. The 
farmers there, in addition to meeting the needs of their families each year, also 
produce and sell enough products to purchase things that they need, such as newly 
constructed buildings, conveniences for use in everyday life, consumer goods, etc. 
At present, however, the state is not supplying many of the items farmers need. 
Thus, we are not reclaiming the money spent to purchase agricultural products and, 
in addition, are reducing the enthusiasm farmers have for production. 


The farmers of the Mekong Delta as well as the other Vietnamese farmers not only 
live for themselves and their families, but also want to beautify and improve 

their villages ani hamlets, to make their homeland more civilized. “Coordinating 
economic development with cultural development and the building of the new socialist 
countryside..." in the Mekong Delta in keeping with the resolution of the Council 

of Ministers is very necessary. 


It can be said that the level of development of the Mekong Delta is lower than 
other areas in many respects. With the exception of the villages along the main 
water routes and the main roads, nothing has been constructed in the majority of 
the areas deep within the delta. Schools are run-down, there is a lack of 
desks and chairs, public health facilities are virtually non-existent, child 
care centers have not been organized and so forth. 


We must show farmers that if they work hard in production and contribute much, the 
countryside will be improved: they will have schools for their children to attend, 
have child care centers and kindergartens in order to liberate women laborers, have 
convenient roads within their hamlets and villages, have clean and orderly markets, 
have public welfare projects of the cultural, literary-art and physical culture 
sectors, have lighting at night, have music, receive news over the radio, etc. 

In this way, farmers will surely be excited and enthused about their production. 


In the tinal analysis, only by adopting practical policies, policies that are 
manifested in the plans of the state, to satisfy the above mentioned fervent 
aspirations is it possible to penetrate the feelings, penetrate the heart of 
everyone, to motivate farmers to enthusiastically and actively practice intensive 
cultivation and multicropping and carry out their production in accordance with 
the guidelines of the state plan.

In summary, the plan for the development of agriculture in the Mekong Delta is a 
major, coordinated program consisting of many goals. In the immediate future, 
although we are still encountering numerous difficulties, with the high determination 
of the party and state, the increasingly close coordination among the various 

sectors and levels and the efforts made by cadres and the people, the tremendous 
potentials of this region will surely be rapidly developed and yield increasingly 
good results.

SCIENTIFIC EFFORTS IN SUPPORT OF AGRICULTURE DESCRIBED

[Text The 1976-1980 five year plan has been implemented under conditions in 
which the entire country is liberated. We have had a new advantage in our favor, 
namely, the fact that agricultural production has been expanded to the entire 
country under diverse geographical and climatic conditions, thereby increasing 
the variety of agricultural products and causing one area to support another 
area. Zoning and planning efforts have been directed toward enabling each area 
to produce those products that it is best able to produce, such as rice and hogs 
in the Mekong Delta and the Red River Delta, corn and soybeans in Nam Bo, the 
midlands of Bac Bo and norther Trung Bo and industrial crops and the species of 
large livestock in the Central Highlands, southern Trung Bo and the highlands of 
Bac Bo. 





The main difficulties have been; in the advance from small-scale production to 
large-scale socialist production, we must overcome the aftereffects of the war 

and the shortage of material and technical bases. In the past, agriculture in 

the South was very heavily dependent upon imports; not only were technical supplies 
imported (mineral fertilizers, insecticides, machines and fuel), but breeds of 
livestock (such as breeds of chickens for the industrial enterprises) and raw 
materials (such as powdered milk for the milk processing industry and raw materials 
for the livestock feed processing plants) were imported as well. Compared to past 
years, the importation of supplies for agriculture in the North, such as nitrogen 
fertilizer, has also declined significantly. 


Against this background, agricultural scientific and technical activities have 
been guided, researched and developed in the following main directions with a 
view toward supporting the implementation of the 1976-1980 five year plan and 
preparing for the 1981-1985 five year plan and subsequent plans, 
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1. Developing upon the Strengths of the Most Efficient Agricultural Systems 
Under Tropical Conditions 


The basic advantages of tropical agriculture are adequate sunlight and temperatures 
for crops to grow throughout the year, thereby resulting in the formation of 

many production seasons during the year. The greatest limitation of our country's 
agriculture is that the amount of farmland per capita is presently very low. 
Therefore, together with practicing intensive cultivation and opening new land 

to cultivation, we have applied the long standing experiences of our people in 
rotation cultivation, multicroppine, companion cropping and the planting of 
overlapping catch crops in coordination with the achievements of modern agricultural 
science with a view toward creating advanced agricultural systems based on 
ecological conditions that.enable us to constantly increase product output per 

unit of area. 


The most significant achfévenent of agriculture in the Red River Delta has been the 
replacement of the long-term, 5th month rice season, with its varieties that produce 
low and unstable yields, with the spring season, with its short-tern, high yield 
varieties, and the resulting addition of the winter season. In past years and 
during the past 5 years, the winter season has been constantly expanded to include 
a diverse variety of cmpss western potatoes, corn, beans, melons, duckweed and 
livestock feed crops. The winter season also encompasses creative methods of 
farming: planting duckweed early, planting western potatoes on wet ground, 
developing winter soybean production and introducing many varieties of melons, 
beans and fruit to the winter production season. The new structure of agriculture, 
which consists of three or four seasons (the spring season, a catch crop of green 
manure overlapping the preceding and the following crop, the 10th month season and 
the winter season), has not only resulted in a higher output of grain and food 
products, but also supplied additional organic matter to improve and nourish 

the soil and supplied additional feed for the development of livestock production. 


During the past 5 years, the structure of agriculture in the Mekong Delta has 
also undergone fundamental changes. The winter-spring and summer-fall rice 

crops have been added and the 10th month season has been extended. Multicropping 
is being practiced on nearly 1 million hectares, utilizing short-term, disease 
resistant, high yield varieties, thereby increasing the output of paddy rather 
significantly. In addition, in many rice growing areas, soybeans (short-term 
varieties), jute and so forth have been incorporated in the system of rotation 
cultivation. 


Tropical agricultural land, even when supplied with mineral fertilizers and other 
inorganic nutrients, must also be nourished with biological protein and organic 
matter supplied through the most efficient farming systems. Legumes must be 
incorporated in the systems of rotation cultivation in all areas and on all 
Classes of soil in order to supply food for humans and feed for livestock while 
improving and enriching the soil. In areas in which the soil is poor and has 

not been improved, science and technology must find varieties of crops that 
withstand sulfates, acidity, salinity, drought and waterlogging for incorporation 
within the structure of agriculture within each area, 
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Other agricultural systems that have been established are also being tested and 
expanded, such as the crop production-livestock production systems (raising 

rice as well as hogs, buffalo, ducks and fish; planting industrial crops and 
estatlishing grasslands for livestock production), agro-forestry systems 
(agriculture coordinated with forestry), agro-fishing systems, etc. Developing 
the agricultural systems that have been established (for example, the agricultural 
system in the areas that grow wet rice); testing and expanding the comprehensive 
agro-forestry-fishing systems on the basis of each set of ecological conditions, 
which include the soil, water, climate and plant and animal life; and researching 
and establishing agro-iniustrial systems on the district level in the different 
economic areas, these are some of the primary aspects of the 1961-1985 five 

year agricultural science and technology plan. 


2. Making Full Use of the Country's Natural Resources and Accelerating the 
Application of Achievements in the Science of Biology in Coordination with 
Mechanization and the Application of Chemistry 


The course being followed by agriculture in the developing countries (the majority 
of which lie in tropical regions) is: making full use of the country's natural 
resources, arable land, climate and labor; making full use of domestic materials 
that can be used as substitutes for materials that once had to be imported; and 
accelerating the application of achievements of the science of biology that hold 
much potential in tropical environments in order to overcome difficulties involving 
the shortage of technical materials and increase the effectiveness of mechanization 
and the application of chemistry. 


During the past 5 years, as we did in preceding stages, we recorded a number of 
achievements in hybridizing new crop varieties; these new varieties have permitted 
us to practice intensive cultivation and multicropping and implement advanced 
agricultural systems based on specific ecological conditions. Varieties of wet 
rice have been put into production that withstand cold weather, withstand salinity 
and acidity and are resistant to rice blast in the 5th month-spring season and 
short-term varieties resistant to silver leaf disease have also been introduced 

in the early 10th month season in the North, thereby creating the conditions for 
raising rice yields 20-25 percent and expamiing winter crop production. A number 
of disease resistant rice varieties combined with integrated pest control prevention 
and control measures have had the effect of exterminating planthoppers on millions 
of hectares under the cultivation of rice in the southern provinces. We have also 
put into production several new varieties of corn which are suited to many 
different areas and seasons and which produce yields 20 to 30 percent higher than 
the old varieties; a number of soybean varieties have shown prospects for becoming 
main varieties in the winter season and the spring-summer season in the northern 
provinces and the spring-summer season in the southern provinces. In addition, 
achievements have been recorded regarding western potato varieties through the 
techniques of planting winter western potatoes; new tea varieties through the 
technique of propagation by grafting; disease resistant and high yield coffee 
varieties; breeds of silkworm that are suited to the production of raw silk for 
exportation to replace the breeds of silkworm that once had to be imported; 
mulberry varieties; a number of "le," watermelon and cucumber varieties; and a 
number of pineapple varieties suitable for exportation. 
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New varieties only have an impact if, after they are selected and hybridized, they 
are incorporated in a system of propagation and tight seed management which 

insures an adequate supply of high quality seed for production and are sown and 
raised in accordance with the most efficient intensive cultivation practices for 
each variety. The results of scientific research in past years and during the 
past 5 years have created additional conditions for implementing the techniques 
involved in the intensive cultivation of new varieties: the techniques of 
improving depleted, sulfate soil; scientific irrigation, primarily for rice crops; 
cultivating early duckweed and sesbania, plowing under rice straw and using sticks 
of nitrogen implanted in the root zones of plants; preparing fields by machine; 
and preventing and controlling pests. In addition to the success achieved in 
controlling brown planthoppers, we put into production or widespread trials such 
crop protection measures as using red eyed bees to control pests, using aircraft 
and very small mechanical sprayers to prevent and control rice blast, rice 

ragged stunt disease, etc. Together with developing new varieties of industrial 
crops, we put into production methods of rapid propagation and methods designed to 
extend growing seasons, such as propagating tea plants by grafting, heavily pruning 
mulberry trees, extending the silkworm season, extending the pineapple season, etc. 


In livestock production, together with the development of commercial cross-bred 
hogs and the technology of artificial insemination, we have begun to put into 
production a number of newly cross-bred types of hogs that permit us to increase 
hog yields even though the supply of seed has not increased by much. We have 
acclimated a number of breeds of high yield dairy and beef cattle and breeds of 
dairy buffalo and begun to build herds of cross-bred cattle and cross-bred 
buffalo. The techniques of raising breeding stock have been improved by the 
development of an environment for storing prepared hog semen, the production and 
use of cattle semen and buffalo semen frozen in tablet form and the use of hormones 
for sows. We have acclimated a number of breeds of commercial laying and broiler 
chickens and supplied enough chickens for the entire country without having to 
import breeds of chickens; we have developed the cross-breeding of our commercial 
ducks with a number of foreign duck breeds. 


In conjunction with cross-breeding and developing new breeds of livestock, the 
technology of livestock production has been improved through regulations on the 


establishment of intensively cultivated grasslands, systems of rota*' ‘tivation 
and techniques for the intensive cultivation of livestock feed croj a 
allocated for livestock production and the use of domestic raw mat? ia.: odder, 


starches, protein and minerals) in the manufacture of mixed feeds in accordance 
with imlustrial standards, thereby replacing some of the raw materials that once 
had to be imported. In order to protect livestock herds, we have improved the 
technology involved in the manufacture of many types of vaccines and developed 

a number of new vaccines, drugs to eliminate parasites and growth stimulants. 

We have established model veterinary networks extending from the provincial and 
district to the cooperative levels and created the conditions for limiting and 
eventually eliminating chicken pestilence and a number of other livestock epidemics 
by making reasonable use of vaccines in coordination with epidemic prevention 
sanitation efforts organized in the form of a mass movement. 
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The above mentioned biological measures, such as using new varieties and breeds, 
making full use of fertilizer and livestock feed of organic origin, manufacturing 
and using various types of biological agents and coordinating biological measures 
with other measures in order to prevent and control pests and epidemics, have, 

in actuality, permitted us to maintain and, in some cases, even increase the yield 
of crop and livestock production even though the supply of imported materials 

has constantly decreased over the years. These biological measures, especially 
the use of new varieties, have had the effect of developing the potential of 
arable land, the climate and manual labor and increased the effectiveness of 
mechanization and the application of chemistry. At the same time, we have also 
made full use of domestic materials in place of materials that once had to be 
imported, such as the raw materials used in the production of feed by industrial 
methods and the raw materials used to make the media for preparing biological 
agents. Even the ways in which imported technical supplies are used have been 
improved in order to achieve higher efficiency; for example, we are inserting 
sticks of nitrogen fertilizer into the root zone of plants, using very small 
mechanized sprayers to reduce the quantity of pesticide applied per hectare of 
land or head of livestock and using pesticides that are effective against many 
different diseases. Under certain production conditions, mechine systems, which 
include many machines and spare parts manufacture oy us, have had the effects 
of reducing the need for labor, raising labor productivity, maintaining the 
seasonal schedule and reducing production costs, such as the system of machines 
used to prepare wet paddies and dry paddies for cultivation, the system of land 
clearing machines, harvesting machines and a number of milling machines and 
machines for centralized livestock installations. 





3. Improving Economic Management, Strengthening the Management of Science and 
Technology and Creating the Conditions for Introducing Scientific Achievements 
and Technological Advances in Production 


Scientific achievements and technological advancements can only have an impact 
within the framework of certain production relations and certain economic 
management methods. We must develop upon the superior nature of the collective 
system of earning a living and use the strength of policies of the socialist state 
and economic levers to introduce science and technology into production and cause 


science to become an increasingly strong force stimulating the development of 
production. 


Duriig the past few years, the resolutions of the party and the policies of the 
state have been designed to provide incentive for the development of agricultural 
production on the basis of satisfying the three interests (the interests of the 
state, the interests of the collective and the interests of the laborer); 
regulations on the organization of production and the distribution of income within 
agricultural cooperatives, planning procedures and the system of product contracts 
for groups of laborers and individual laborers have created the fundamental 
conditions for encouraging laborers to voluntarily implement technological advances 
in production. This is a scientific research project based on the requirements of 
the realities of production, one that was started and must be developed in order 

to establish a new management system within our country's agriculture as pointed 


out in resolution number 37 (20 April 1981) of the Political Bureau concerning the 
science and technology policy: 
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“The various areas of research must be coordinated and oriented toward directly 
supporting the effort to perfect economic and social management. We must lay the 
scientific basis for improving the system of economic and social organizations 
from the central to the local and basic levels, for improving planning and for 
implementing management methods that are consistent with the level of development 
of production and society. 


As regards the management of science and technology, carrying out scientific and 
technical activities over the past several years in accordance with scientific and 
technical advances programs that have specific objectives has had the results of 
assembling scientific and technical forces, continuously developing scientific and 
technical activities from investigation and research to technological advances 
applied in production and the more efficient use of investments in science, 
including both domestic investments and international cooperation. 


Improving the system of agricultural management and improving the wanagement of 
agricultural scientific and technical activities are one of the key points in 
scientific and technical work and are arcas in which we must work while gaining 
experience and developing our theory under the 1961-1985 five year plan.”

NORTHERN SOYBEAN INCREASE--Hanoi, 8 Apr (VNA)--The provinces in northern 
Vietnam are growing 32,500 hectares of soybean, up by 72 percent over the 
figure in the 1980-81 winter-spring crop, according to the Ministry of Agri- 
culture. Soya is grown in the northern part of Vietnam in three seasons: 
spring, summer and winter. In winter, the main season for this crop, it can 
be grown in the lowlands, midlands as well as mountain regions. The main pro- 
ducers are Cao Bang, Ha Bac and Hoang Lien Son provinces and Hanoi. Produc- 
tion of soya has been given a strong boost in the past years. In 1981, the 
whole country had 78,000 hectares of soybean, 30,000 hectares more than the 
previous year, with a total yield of 60,000 tonnes.

INCREASE IN CITY PRODUCTION--Hanoi, 9 Apr (VNA)--In the first quarter of this 
year the small industries and handicrafts in Tan Binh District, Ho Chi Minh 
City, produced nearly 2.6 million dong worth of export goods, passing its 
quota by six percent.

EDITORIAL STRESSES ROLE OF VOCATIONAL MIDDLE SCHOOL CADRES

[fEditorial: "The Training of Vocational Middle School Cadres"_/ 


[Text_/ Since the reunification of the country, the training of vocational 
middle school cadres has reached a new level of development. With the establish- 
ment of numerous vocational middle schools in the South, a nationwide network 

of vocational middle schools has been established, one that extends into all 
provinces, cities and industrial complexes, into the lowlands and the mountainous 
forests as well as the coastal regions. The vocational middle schools have 
trained tens of thousands of cadres, thereby contributing to the work of building 
and protecting the socialist fatherland. The collective of instructors, cadres 
and students have made efforts to overcome their difficulties in order to maintain 
the quality of training, build material-technical bases and maintain the 
activities of the schools. The number of progressive schools has been increasing 
with each passing day and many good experiences have been gained. 


The Political Bureau resolutions on educational reform and on the science and 
technology policy have created favorable conditions for the activities of the 
vocational middle schools. However, these schools are still encountering 

numerous difficulties as a result of the general economic and social difficulties 
in our country and the management provided by the various sectors and localities 
as well as the schools themselves. The quality of training is, generally speaking, 
still low. There has been an increasingly obvious lack of coordination between 

the training and the utilization of vocational middle school cadres. There have 
been very many cases in which the sectors and localities have not fully concerned 
themselves with building and developing the corps of instructors and management 
cadres or building the material-technical bases supporting instruction and learning. 
Full attention has not been given to organizing the lives of instructors and 
students. It can be said that the shortcomings mentioned above are partially 

the result of our failure to correctly and deeply understand the importance of 
training or the role and position of vocational middle school cadres within the 
corps of scientific and technical cadres. 


The vocational middle schools play a vital role in the effort to build the corps 
of technical cadres. Facts have proven that vocational middle school cadres are 
needed very much within the structure of a productive labor or scientific research 
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collective. Within the production sectors, they have the task of organizing and 
guiding manual workers and cooperative members in complying with established 
regulations and codes or performing individual jobs in the research and design 
fields under the guidance of an engineer. The laboratories at the scientific 
research institutes and colleges also need vocational middle school cadres. They 
can be collaborators working for college or post-graduate cadres carrying out 
scientific research projects. A reasonable balance among college level cadres, 
middle school cadres, manual workers and personnel within the structure of a 
collective of workers is needed to achieve high efficiency in production and 
develop science and technology. At present, this balance is lacking. 


In the years ahead, we must continue to intensify the training of vocational 
middle school cadres in order to provide the necessary number of vocational 

middle school cadres and insure that the corps of vocational middle school cadres 
is well coordinated in terms of occupations in all agricultural, forestry, fishing, 
industrial, communications-transportation sectors as well as in the cultural, 
education, public health and other sectors. Training should not be loosely 
managed simply because of the temporary difficulties we face. The State Planning 
Commission, together with the Ministry of Higher and Vocational Middle Schools 
and the other ministries, the various sectors and the localities are conducting 
research in order to quickly stabilize the network of vocational middie schools 
throughout the country. On this basis, a plan will be adopted for reorganizing 
the corps of instructors and building the material-technical bases with a view 
toward creating stability and steady development for the various schools and 
positive steps will be taken to overcome the difficulties and resolve the pressing 
problems of the vocational middle school sector. 


The experiences of the progressive vocational middle schools are a valuable asset 
that must be widely disseminated and effectively applied for the purposes of 
accelerating the “two goods” emulation movement and implementing tne training 
method of combining instruction and study with productive labor by trade sector 
and with experimentation and scientific research. 


With the 5th Congress of the Party in mind, may the vocational middle schools 
throughout the country launch a@ mass movement in which they focus their efforts 

on overcoming the difficulties being faced and provide the conditions needed for 
instruction and learning, for experimentation and scientific research. Let the 
teaching of the forever revered Uncle Ho be everyone's slogan of action: “Regardless 
of the difficulties, we must continue to emulate to teach well and learn well.”

INSTITUTE OF NUTRITION HEAD ON FOOD SHORTAGE

Suggested That the Party Issue a Resolution Concerning Concentrating Our Efforts 
on Resolving the Problem of Meals" / 


[Text] The most pressing of the pressing problems related to the daily life 
of each and every person and one which everyone must think about on a daily basis 
is surely the problem of meals. 


Morality comes only after sufficient food and clothing. President Ho taught: 
“We must eat to live, to work, to build socialisn. 


Eating not only has the purpose of meeting an essential need of life and production, 
but is also a source of enjoyment, a pleasure and part of the reward to which the 
worker is entitled following his hours of intense and urgent work. 


Therefore, it is first of all necessary--as has been pointed out in many resolutions 
of the party--to struggle to insure that the worker (and his planned parenthood 
family) is well fed. Meals, while they mst contain the necessary nutrients and 
starches, must also include additional protein, fats, vegetables and fruit in 

order to increase their value to the body, thereby helping to improve health and 
increase the ability to work. Meals, even though they might still be meager, must 
be tasty, clean and civilized. We cannot forget that meals reflect the level of 
culture of a people. It is also necessary to research ways to make preparing meals 
less of a chore for everyone and reduce the cost of meals. 


Clearly, the issue of providing such a meal, a meal that is ample and nutritionally 
balanced, a meal that is clean and civilized, a meal that takes less time and 
energy to prepare and is consistent with income goes beyond the matter of providing 
a full supply of grain and food products in accordance with standards. This is not 
simply the work of the agriculture and grain sectors, but is also the common work 
of the entire party, of all the people. This is work on which the entire country, 
all sectors and all levels must focus their efforts. Everyone must think about 

and adopt a practical, concrete plan for helping to resolve this very large, very 
complicated and very pressing problen. 
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Below are a few examples: 


First, there is the public health sector. It must be realized that the public 
health sector faces extremely large and difficult tasks. On the one hand, it 
must contend with the infectious diseases and dangerous epidemics that the 
developed countries have curbed or already abolished. On the other hand, the 
public health sector must contend with the illnesses of moderm society: diseases 
of the circulatory system, cancers, occupational diseases, diseases caused by 
environmental pollution and so forth. It might be because the sector's task is 
so large and the fact that the sector lacks cadres that the matter of illnesses 
related to nutrition has not been raised in disease prevention work. A nutritional 
observation network has not been established within the disease observation 
network. Information has not been provided on malnutrition, marasmus, kwashiokor 
or vitamin deficiency nor have proposals been made on how to deal with these 
diseases. A nutritional sector has not been estatlished in order to participate 
in establishing a diet for each ecological area of the country. The diet is 

the foundation for formulating economic plans, especially the agricultural 
production plans of the various localities. Very little has been done by way of 
inspecting and testing food products, taking precautions against fraudulent 
practices, taking precautions against food contamination and poisoning, taking 
precautions against excessive levels of pesticide residue in grain and food 
products, insuring the consumer of the quality of rice and food products or 
teaching about moderation in food consumption, sanitation and the nutritional 
value of the various types of food products. If the work mentioned above were 
promoted, it would surely make more than a small contribution to increasing the 
value of meals, even amidst continuing shortages. 


We have the impression that the agriculture sector has done everything possible 
to help resolve the problem of meals. Our agriculturalists have conducted 
extensive research in order to rapid) y increase agricultural output. However, if 
they were to delve deeply into meeting the requirements of meals that seriously 
lack protein and fats, they could surely find ways to make the soybean plant and 
palm tree grow faster and stronger than they do now. 


The matter of providing technical guidance in establishing the VAC ecological 
system (garden - pond-livestock pen), the matter of making full use of the land 
around homes, agencies, schools, hospitals and so forth, if they received more 
attention from the cadres of the agricultural sector, would surely quickly help 
to provide many food products that will enrich and improve the quality of meals. 


We all know that it is extremely difficult to increase agricultural output by 

5 to 10 percent. However, due to the lack of coordination in harvesting, 
transportation ami distribution, due to the failure to organize drying and 
processing and due to storehouses that are exposed to the elements and in which 
foodstuffs are destroyed by rats and mildew we have allowed a quantity of grain 
and food products, which has yet to be computed in detail but which is certainly 
very large, to be wasted and lost, this quantity is at least 30 percent of output 


per year, according to data compiled by India, or 40-60 percent, according to 
data compiled by the African countries. 
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The World Public Health Organization has conducted an investigation of the animals 
that carry dangerous diseases, rats, in Southeast Asia, and concluded that the 
number of rats in this region is very large. At the very least, each citizen in 
this region “supports” one rat. And, if each rat consumes an average of 10 
kilograms of grain per year, we lose one-half million tons of grain annually to 
rats. Only a small number of persons doubts this. 


Surely, if the grain sector, the food processing sector, the home trade sector, 
families and collective dining halls paid more attention to storage, the quantity 
as well as the quality of the meals of each of us would be increased by more than 
a small amount. 


If the foreign trade sector paid attention to the requirements of meals, it could, 
on the basis of price fluctuations on the world market, flexibly determine which 
products are best to export and which are best to import from the standpoint of 
meals. If the world price of soybeans is equal to the price of rice, it can 
replace some of the rice that is imported with soybeans because the calorie content 
of soybeans is 20 percent higher than rice, the fat content of soybeans is 18 

times greater than rice and the protein content of soybeans is more than 5 times 
greater than rice. 


There are many different ways of computing and establishing a wage scale. However, 
if the finance sector gave its attention to the requirements of meals and market 
prices, it would surely rapidly take steps to resolve the present situation in 
which a number of persons must spend their entire earnings on very ordinary family 
meals that are inadequate. 


If the zoning and planning sector gave thought to supporting the diet, it could, 

in rural planning, allocate to each family much more land for use in the subsidiary 
household economy and for the establishment of VAC ecological systems. ‘The 

“plots” allocated to families need not be 5 percent but can be increased depending 
upon the amount of arable land of the locality and more land can be left around 
houses. 


If it gave its attention to meals, the construction sector could design and 
construct stoves that economize on charcoal and firewood and dining halls and 
kitchens that ure sanitary; the mechanical engineering sector could research the 
production of steam cookers that economize on energy and make full use of the 
value of food products; and the forestry sector could create many sources of 
food products in the forests. 


It the information, cultural and educational sectors gave their attention to meals, 
they could publish many books and articles, hold many classes, show many films and 
so forth that present information concerning meals. If the Women’s Union, Youth 
Union and Trade Union concerned themselves with meals, they could mobilize many 
activists to increase the production of food, practice economy and help to improve 


meals and encourage many persons to like to cook, to develop high skills and a 
high spirit of service. 
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Even the fields of basic science, if they concerned themselves with meals, could 
conduct interesting projects to help resolve the difficult mathematical problems 
regarding meals in our country and help provide the energy needed to dry, 
transport and process food products and cook food. 


And, finally, if we reduced the rate of population growth from the present level 
of 2.2 percent to 1.2 percent, each of us would have 4 more kilograms of food 
products and 2 more kilograms of fuel each year. 


It can be said that every sector and person, with the exception of none, can 
contribute their intelligence and energies to the effort to improve meals and 
each small improvement will help to improve the meals of everycne. 


Because meals are related to very many sectors and because very many sectors 
(especially the transportation sector) can be mobilized to help provide meals, 
amidst the extremely difficult circumstances of the first years of socialist 
construction in the Soviet Union Comrade Mikoyan, member of the Political Bureau 
and ist vice standing chairman of the Council of Ministers, was put in charge 
of and made responsible for mobilizing and coordinating the various sectors to 
successfully resolve the problem of meals for the Soviet people. 


We suggest that the following be included in the resolutior of the 5th Party 
Congress: “The intelligence and energies of the entire country, of all sectors 
and levels, must be focused on resolving the problem of meals. On each level, 
from the central level to the provincial, municipal, district and village levels, 
it is necessary to make certain comrades responsible to the people for meals.”

TWO CHILDREN PER FAMILY SUGGESTED AS NATIONAL GOAL

[Text] Following the brilliant victory of the country, many problems have 
arisen that must be resolved. Why are our people, especially the people in the 
cities, still encountering many difficulties in their daily lives despite the 
many efforts that have been made? Why have agricultural production and industrial 
production not been accelerated? Why have negative phenomena in society not 
declined but have, at times, even increased? 


Everyone has a different answer to these questions. Their causes are many. At 
present, however, practically everyone is in agreement that our country's population 
is increasing very rapidly: in 1936, the country's population was 16 million; 

1960; 30 million; 1976: 49 million; and 1960: 53 million. In 1981, the population 
grew at a rate of 2.2 percent, a rate higher than that of many other countries 

in the world. We know that, speaking from an economic point of view, a 1 percent 
increase in the population requires that grain production be increased 2.5 percent 
and that national income be increased 4 percent in order to maintain a stable 
standard of living. 


In view of the momentum of population growth and our present production conditions, 
it is impossible to provide every person with minimal living conditions, not to 
mention improving the quality of life. 


A number of western sociologists refer to the "closed cycle of poverty” when talking 
about the third world countries. The primary elements of this closed cycle continue 
to be “excessive population growth-much surplus labor and unemployment-few jobs- 
low household income-poverty (inferior living conditions, a lack of food, slums, 
little knowledge and an underdeveloped cultural life)-the development of negative 
phenomena in society, rebellion and a lack of social order and security-low labor 
productivity and poor quality labor-an underdeveloped economy. 


This harsh closed cycle has increasingly tied the hands of the peoples of the 
developing countries, causing them to writhe desperately in poverty and backwardness 
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and making it difficult for them to escape the clutches of the imperialists. Is 
not this closed cycle also affecting our people, impeding our progress down the 
path of protecting our independence and nation, building socialism and establishing 
a life of prosperity and happiness for everyone? 


Industrial production is encountering difficulties and agricultural production 
does not provide an adequate supply of food products or grain. Meanwhile, the 
number of persons who must be fed has been increasingly by more than 1 million 
persons per year. In 1981, a year of bumper harvests, grain production reached 
16 million tons, an average of approximately 300 kilograms per capita at a time 
when many countries in the world are producing about 1 ton per capita. It is 
necessary to rapidly and resolutely initiate planned parenthood, considering 
it to be a national policy, in order to rapidly reduce the rate of population 
growth to a reasonable level (about 1 percent annually). The goal of planned 
parenthood should be only two children per Vietnamese family. In the country- 
side, each woman of child bearing age, from 22 to }+ years of age, should have 
no more than three children. 


How can we achieve this goal? Planned parenthood involves insuring that every 
family has children but primarily involves encouraging families to reduce the 
number of children to a reasonable level and to have a space of about 5 years 
between each child. 


In the countries that have large-scale industries, even though the people live in 
an urbanized and highly centralized social organization, families are still not 
permitted to have too many children. Reducing the birth rate is a pressing 
requirement of an industrial production system. This is an actual experience in 
the nature of a law that has been seen in the developing countries. 


The decision by our party to launch the planned parenthood campaign in the 1960's 
Was a very wise decision. Although numerous difficulties were encountered during 
the war, the birth rate declined from 4.6 percent in 1960 to 3.1 percent in 1976. 
Following the reunification of the country, the 4th Congress of the Party stressed 
that it is necessary to further intensify the planned parenthood campaign and 

the 5-year plan (1976-1980) clearly stated our "determination to reduce the rate 
of population growth per year, endeavoring to achieve a rate of slightly more than 
2 percent by 1980. Every sector and level must consider the planned parenthood 
campaign to be an effort of tremendous importance, of politica), economic and 
cultural significance that makes a positive contribution to improving the lives 
of our people. 


Over the past 5 years, we have made many efforts to achieve this goal and have 
reduced the rate of population growth to 2.2 percent throughout the country. 
However, this rate is still too high; besides the several localities in which the 
rate of population growth is roughly 1 percent, such as Nguyen Trai Village in 
An Thi District, Hai Hung Province (0.96 percent), Dien Phu Village in Dien Chau 
District, Nghe Tinh Province (0.9 percent) and Minh Nhat Village in Hoa Lu District, 
Ha Nam Ninh Province (0.69 percent), there are still many localities that have 
truly not concerned themselves with this issue. Besides the several provinces and 
municipalities that have made an effort to reduce the rate of population growth, 
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such as Hai Hung Province, 1.7 percent, Hanoi, 1.8 percent, Haiphong, 1.6 percent, 
and Ho Chi Minh City, 1.66 percent in 1960, there are still many provinces and 
municipalities in which the rate of population growth exceeds 2 percent, such 

as Bac Thai Province, 2.8 percent, Phu Khanh Province, 2.6 percent, Nghia Binh 
Province, 2.5 percent, Minh Hai Province, 2.9 percent, etc. 


Let us make some calculations concerning our country’s population (see chart at 
end of article). 


It is impossible to allow the population of a locality to grow at random and then 
simply send groups of persons to clear land and establish new economic zones 

each year. At present, our population of more than 53 million ranks i5th in the 
world and our population density of 160 persons per square kilometer is one of 
the 10 highest in the world. 


Now, let us return to our goal, namely, that each family should have only two 
children and that the rate of population growth should be rapidly reduced to 1 


percent annually. To achieve this goal, we feel that the following steps must be 
taken; 


1. We must intensify our propaganda and agitation efforts so that each citizen, 
each cadre and each party member clearly understands that planned parenthood is 
a major social issue, one closely linked to the economy and culture of the country. 


Planned parenthood is a long-range, steadfast and difficult campaign, the success 
of which is dependent upon thorough knowledge on the part of each citizen so 

that each citizen can free himself from the ideological burden of old lifestyles, 
with their outmoded, backward habits. On the basis of adopting these new 
attitudes, everyone will select the measure best suited to their circumstances 
and make this selection on a totally voluntary basis. Everyone must realize that 
planned parenthood must become the way of life of each person and that it will 


help us to establish a model of the new style, equal, progressive, civilized 
and scientific family. 


2. Planned parenthood must be considered and recorded as part of the plans for 
building and developing the national economy. Planned parenthood is also a large- 
scale revolution that lies within the scope of the three revolutions and is 
especially closely related to the production relations revolution and the cultural 
and ideological revolution; it demands the participation of the entire party and 
all the people in order to accelerate production and economic construction. 


Te various party committee echelons must lead the various levels of the government 
ana the mass organizations in realizing their responsibility to implement and 

create every necessary condition in order to accelerate the campaign, establish 
population growth norms that are consistent with production plan norms and coordinate 
the guidance of production with the guidance of planned mrenthood while regularly 
inspecting the situation surrounding planned parenthood. 
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The mass organizations must include planned parenthood in their work programs and 
in the major campaigns, especially the Confederation of Trade Unions, the Ho 

Chi Minh Communist Youth Union, the Women’s Union and the Federation of Collective 
Yarmers. 


The Ministry of Education, the Ministry of Higher and Vocational Middle Schools 
and the Vocational Training General Department must include the population issue 
in the official programs of the middle schools. The vocational schools, trade 
training schools and classes, party schools and mass organizations must include 
the population issue in their training programs. The Ministry of Culture and the 
cultural, information and propaganda agencies must include the population issue 
and family planning in their cultural, literary and artistic activities. 


3. We must revise a number of regulations and policies with a view toward 
providing incentive for the practice of planned parenthood and insuring that 
children are raised well; in order to establish for families the conditions needed 
to raise their children well, it is necessary to pay a subsidy for the first 

and second child but no subsidy for the third child or subsequent children. As 
regards those families that unfortunately have many children and have been 
receiving subsidies, these subsidies should be maintained until the eligibility 

of these families expires. If the old subsidy is not equal to the new subsidy, 
these families will be eligible for the new subsidies. 


--The distribution of housing should also be based on the nature of one’s work, 

not on the number of persms within the family. For example, if both a husband 
and wife are research cadres, they should be immediately distributed one apartment, 
regardless of how many children they might have. 


--Planned parenthood norms should be included in emulation standards, with 
appropriate rewards for their implementation. 


--There should be some form of material reward to encourage individuals, units 
and localities that record achievements in steadfastly mobilizing the people to 
practice planned parenthood. 


4, The public health sector should establish a specialized organization in 
charge of the protection of mothers and infants and the planned parenthood issue, 
an organization consisting of competent, specialized and professional cadres in 
order to insure absolute technical safety. Every possible favorable condition 
mast be created to enable the people to practice planned parenthood, such as the 
widespread sale of condoms at low prices, abortions on demand and the implantation 
or removal of intra-uterine loops in accordance with the aspirations of each 
person. it is necessary to fully implement the various regulations that have 
been promulgated concerning planned parenthood, such as the regulations regarding 
nutrition, maternity leave, miscarriages, abortions, the implantation of intra- 
uterine loops, etc. 


in the planned parenthood campaign in our country, we have received spiritual and 
material aid from the fraternal countries, our friends and the oryanizations of 
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the United Nations; however, the primary factor is the concemed leadership of 
the party and state that has created the ccnditions for the campaign to constantly 
grow. Due to its urgent but long-range nature, we must maintain the campaign and 


develop it in depth. 


Every locality and sector must mobilize the combined strength of the entire 

party and all the people; only with the determination of the various party committee 
echelons and levels of government and the active participation of the mass 
organizations is it possible to achieve success in this campaign.

"Redistributing Labor and Sending People To Build New Economic Zones" / 


[Excerpt_] Over the past 5 years, Ha Son Binh Province sent 5,286 families 
consisting of 57,237 persons and 3,264 laborers to build new economic zones 

in Lam Dong, Song Be, Gia Lai-Kontum, Dac Lac, Kien Giang, Son La, Bac Thai, 

Ha Tuyen and Lang Son Provinces; these persons have cleared more than 6,000 hectares 
of land. In 1981, the province completed 111 percent of its plan for sending 

labor and 106.2 percent of its plan ior sending persons to build new economic 

zones; the leading district in this eifort was Phu Xuyen District. 


By clearing land primarily by hand, 3,000 families that have started new lives 
in Lam Dong and Song Be Provinces cleared more than 4,000 hectares and harvested, 
from this land, more than 10,000 tons of grain; each person of the Da Hoai and 
Loc Duc Cooperatives harvested 500 kilograms of grain and many families received 
high amounts of grain. 


Each family is raising an average of 1.5 to 2 hogs; chicken flocks have developed 
rapidly; and fruit crops, such as bananas, pineapples, papaya, jackfruit and 

mangoes have begun to be harvested. Each household at the Loc Duc Cooperative in Bao 
Loc District has planted from 200 to 300 coffee plants that are beginning to be 
harvested. The laborers sent to the rubber state farms in Song Be Province, in 
addition to meeting the contract quotas of the state farms, have also made full 

use of the land in gardens and the land in rubber tree nurseries that is not yet 
covered by shade to produce grain, legumes and peanuts, thereby raising their 
standard of living. 


Many families have stabilized their lives ai. are building their new villages, 
building houses with peace of mind; many househulds have all they need to eat 

and have more food stockpiled than they did in their former villages. Practically 
all children attend school; health care is being given more attention with each 


passing day. 
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it can be said that, during the past 5 years, Ha Son Binh Province has created 
jobs for more than 50,000 persons and opened 6,000 hectares of new farmland. 
However, the effort to reduce the rate of population growth is still proceeding 
slowly. The program to send people to build new economic zones still must be 
carried out in a positive, urgent manner.
